COAL FOR HONOLULU. 


The Navy Department Orders Large 
Shipments. 
(BY TELEGKAPH TO THE TIMB:.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—(Special 
Dispatch.) A contract has been closed 
by the Navy Department for the pur- 
chase of 2600 tons of Pocohontas coal, 
which is to be shipped from: Norfolk 
shortly for Honolulu, where it is to be 
placed in the dumping-shedand used 
by naval ships touching at that port. 
This shipment is said to be the largest 
ever made by the department, and will 
cost about $12,000, three-fourths of 
which goes for vessel hire. The de- 
partment has also recently bought 1500 
tons of coal from a San Francisco 
firm for delivery at Honolulu. 

These large purchases have revived 
the reports that the government would 
at once begin active preparations fora 
large naval station in Hawaii, the land 
for which was granted by the Queen 
some years ago. Admiral Walker's 
report on the advisability of establish- 
ing this. station has been considered of 
late, and it is probable that the Secre- 
tary of the Navy will this winter au- 
thorize the expenditure of $200,000 
which is available for foreign coal sta- 
tions.

THE VENEZUELA - DISPUTE. 


Dignified Critieism of Lord 
Salisbury’s: Stand. 


Now Incumbent on the United 
States to Intervene. 


Recommends a Commission to 
Make Investigation. 


FULL TEXT OF THE MESSAGE. 


Great Enthusiasm in Washington—The Sen- 
ate Breaks into Appleuse—Minister 
Andrade Delighted—W ide- 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORTS 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The fol- 
lowing message by the President was 
laid before the houses today: 

To the Congress: In my annual mes- 
sage, addressed to Congress on the 3d 
inst., I called attention to the pending 
boundary controversy between Great 
Britain and the republic of Venezuela, 
and recited the substance of the rep- 
resentations made by this government 
to Her Britannic Majesty's govern- 
ment, suggesting reasons why such 
disputes: should he submitted to arbi- 
tration for settlement, and inquiring 
if it would be sosubjected. The answer 
of the British go ent, which was 
then awaited, has since been received, 
and, together with the dispatch te 
which it isa reply, is hereté appended. 
Such reply is embodied in two commu- 


Prime Minister to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British Ambassador at his 
capital. . 

It will be seen that one of these com- 
munications is devoted exclusively to 
observations upon the Monroe doctrine, 
and claims that in the present instance 
a new and strange extension and de- 
velopment of this doctrine is insisted 
on by the United States; that the rea- 
sons justifying an appeal to the doc- 
trine enunciated by President Monroe 
are generally inapplicable to the state 
of things in which we live at the pres- 
ent day, and especially in application 
to the controversy concerning the boun- 
dary line between Great Britain and 
Venezuela. 

Without attempting extended argu- 
ments in reply to these positions, it 
may not be amiss to suggest that the 
doctrine upon which we stand is strong 
and sound, because its enforcement is 
important to our peace and safety asa 
nation, and is essential to the integrity 
of our free institutions and the tran- 
quil maintenance of our distinctive 
form of government. It was intended 
te apply to every stage of our 
national life, and cannot become cbso- 
lete while our republic endures. If the 
balance of power is justly a cause for 
jealous anxiety among the governments 
of the Old World, and a subject for our 
absolute non-interference, none the less 
is the observance of the Monroe doc- 
trine of vital concern to our people and 
their government. 

Assuming, therefore, that we may 
properly insist upon the doctrine with- 
out regard to the state of things in 
which we live,” or any changed condi- 
tions here or elsewhere, it is not appar- 
ent why its application may not be in- 
voked in the present controversy. If 
a European power by extension of its 
boundaries takes possession of the ter- 
ritory of one of our neighboring repub- 
lics against its will and in deregation 
of its rights, it is difficult to see why, 
to that extent, such European power 
does not thereby attempt to extend its 
system of government to that portion 
of this continent which is thus taken. 
This is the precise action which Presi-| 
dent Monroe declared to be “dangerous 
to our peace and safety;” and it can 
make no difference whether the Euro- 
pean system is extended by an advance 
of frontier or otherwise. 

It is also suggested in the British re- 
ply that we should not seek to apply 
the Monroe doctrine to the pending @is- 
pute, because it does not embody any 
principle of international law which “ig 
founded on the general consent of na- 
tions,” and “that no statesman, however 
eminent, and no nation, however pow- 
erful, are competent to insert into the 
code of international law a novel prin- 
ciple which was never recognized be- 
fore, and which has not since been ac- 
cepted by the government of any other 
country.” Practically the principle for 
which we contend has a peculiar if not 
an exclusive relation to the United 
States. It may not have been admitted 
in so many words to the code of: inter- 


council every nation is entitled to 
rights belonging to it, if the enforce- 
ment of the Monroe doctrine is some- 
thing that we may justiy claim, it has 
its place in the code of international 
law as certainly and as securely as if 
it were specifically mentioned, and 
when the United States executes before 
the high tribunal that administers in- 
ternational law, the question to bedeter- 
mined is whether or not we present 
claims which the justice of that code 
of law can find to be right and valid. 
SALISBURY’'S ADMISSIONS. 

The Monroe doctrine finds its recog- 
nition in those principles of interna- 
ticnal law, which are based upon the 
theory that every nation shall have 
its rights protected and Just claims 
enforced. Of course this government 
is entirely confident that under the 
sanction of this doctrine we have clear 
rights and undoubted claims. Nor is 
this ignored in the British reply. The 
Prime Minister, while not admitting 
that the Monroe doctrine is appli- 
cable to present conditions, states: “In 
declaring that the United States would 
resist any such enterprise if it was con- 
templated, President Monroe adopted 
a policy which received. the entire sym- 
pathy of the English government of that 
date.“ 

He further declares: “Though the 
language of President Monroe is di- 
rected to the attainment of objects 
which most Englishmen would agree to 
be salutary, it is impossible to ad- 
mit that they have been inscribed by 
any adequate authority in the code of 
international law.“ Again, he says: 
“They (Her Majesty’s government,) 
fully concur with the view which Pres- 
ident Monroe apparently entertained, 
that any disturbance of existing ter- 
ritorial distribution in that hemisphere 
by any fresh acquisition on the part 
of any European state would be a 
highly inexpedient change.” 

In the belief that the doctrine for 
which we contehd was clear and def- 
inite; that it was founded upon sub- 
stantial considerations and involved 
our safety and welfare; that it was 
fully applicable to our present condi- 
tions and to the state of the world’s 
progress, and that it was directly re- 
lated to the pending controversy, and 
without any conviction as to the final 
merits of the dispute, but anxicus to 
learn in a satisfactory and conclusive 
manner whether Great Britain sought, 
under the claim of a boundary to extend 
her possessions on this continent with- 
out right, or whether she merely sought 
possession of territory which facility 
included within her lines of ownership, 
this government proposed to the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain to resort to 
arbitration as the proper means cf set- 
tling the question, to the end that the 
vexatious boundary dispute between the 
two contestants might be determined 
and our exact standing and relation in 
respect to the controversy might be 
made clear. 

THE PRESENT SITUATION. 

It will be seen from the correspond- 
ence herewith submitted that this prop- 
osition has been declined by the British 
government upon grounds which, under 
the circumstances, seem to be far from 
satisfactory. It is deeply disappointing 
that such an appeal, actuated by the 
most friendly feelings toward both 
nations directly concerned, addressed 
to the sense of justice and to the 
magnamity of one of the great pow- 
ers of tne world, and touchng its 
relations to one comparatively weak 
and small, should have produced no 
better results. The course to be 
pursued by this government, in view 
of the present condition, does not 
admit of serious doubt. Having labored 
faithfully for many years to induce 
Great Britain to submit this dispute to 
impartial arbitration, and having been 
now finally apprised of her refusal to 
do so, nothing remains but to accept 
the situation, to recognize its plain re- 
quirements, and to deal with it accord- 
ingly. 

Great Britain’s present proposition 
mas never thus far been regarded as 
admissible by Venezuela, though any 
adjustment of the boundary which that 
country may deem for her advantage, 
and which she may enter into of her 
own free will, cannot, of course, be 
objected to by the United States. As- 
suming, however, that the attitude of 
Venezuela will remain unchanged, the 
dispute has reached such a stage as to 
make it now incumbent upon the United 
States to take measures to determine 
with sufficient certainty for its justifi- 
cation what is the true divisional line 
between the republics of Venezuela and 
British Guiana. An inquiry to that end 
should, of course, be conducted care- 
fully and judicially, and due weight 
should begiven to allavailable evidence, 
records and facts in support of the 
claims of both parties. 

In order that such an examination 
should be prosecuted in a thorough and 
satisfactory manner, I suggest that 
Congress make adequate appropriation 
for the expenses of a commission to be 
appointed by the executive, who shall 
make the necessary investigation and 
report upon the matter with the least 
possible delay. When such report is 
„made and accepted, it will, in my 
opinion, be the duty of the United 
States to resist by every means in its 
pewer as a willful aggression upon its 
rights and interests the appropriation 
by Great Britain of any. lands or the 
exercise of governmental jurisdiction 
over any territory which, after investi- 
gation, we have determined of right be- 
longs to Venezuela. 

In making these reco endations I 
am fully alive to the responsibility in- 
curred, and fully realize all the conse- 
quences that may follow. I am, never- 
theless, firm in my conviction that, 
while it is a grievous thing to contem- 
plate the two great English-speaking 
people of the world as being otherwise 
than friendly competitors in the for- 


ward march of civilization, and stren-

A Remarkable Scene in 
the Senate. 


The President's Message is 
Warmly Received. 


Republicans as Enthusiastic as 
Their Democratic 
Colleagues. 


Mr. Crisp Protests Against Delay 
im Considering the Document 
in the House—Mr. Halick’s 
Pointed Inquiry. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The Presi- 
dent's message on the Venezuelan ques- 
tion occupied the main attention of the 
Senate during its brief session. Secre- 
tary Cox read the document amid im- 
pressive silence, the Senators following 
every word with intense interest. The 
concluding sentence of the message was 
no sooner read than a demonstration 
occurred, almost unparalleled in the 
history of the upper branch of Con- 
gress. Senators on both sides of the 
chamber led in the expressions of ap- 
proval by long continued hand-clap- 
ping. The message and accompanying 
documents were at once referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, and, 
beyond the reading of the document, no 
debate or reference to it occurred dur- 
ing the session. 

Many memorials concerning the Cu- 
ban rebellion and the Turkish massa- 
cres were presented. 

Senator Call of Florida offered a res- 
olution to investigate alleged election 
trregularities in Florida. At this point 
the message from the President was 
received. Senator Morgan, chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
at once moved that the Senate go into 
executive session, which,at 12:40 o'clock, 
was agreed to. At 1 o'clock the doors 
of the Senate were thrown open and 
the secretary of the Senate began the 
reading of the President's message. 

As the-reading of the message closed 
there was a hearty hand-clapping from 
ail quarters of the chamber, Senator 
Chandler of New Hampshire leading in 
the demonstration on the Republican 
side. Veterans of the Senate say it was 
the most spontaneous demonstration 
in their recollection. 

While the time of the House was 
malnly absorbed today in a debate on 
the Republican plan to create three 
committees of nine members each to 
deal with the election contests, its in- 
terest was centered upon the Presi- 
dent's message. 

The debate on the Election Commit- 
tee’s plan was fruitful of partisan dis- 
cussion of election methode in the 
House and the Republican policy of 
dealing with contests in the Fifty-first 
Congress. The principal speakers were 
Messrs. Cannon of Illinois, Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania, Johnson of Indiana and 
Powers of Vermont, Republicans, and 
Messrs, Crisp of Georgia, Bartlett of 
New York, Wheeler of Alabama and 
Bailey of Texas, Democrats. The plan 
was adopted by a party vote. 

The President’s message lay on the 
Speaker's table until late in the after- 
noon, when it was read and received 
with much enthusiasm by members of 
both parties. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 

MBECTLAR PRESS REPORT) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—SENATE: 
The President’s message reached the 
Senate about 12:30 o'clock. Senator 
Morgan, chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, examined the mes- 
sage and then moved to go into exec- 
utive session. At 12:40 o'clock the doors 
were closed. At 1 o’clock the Senate 
resumed its legislative session and the 
message of the President was laid be- 
fore the Senate. The executive session, 
it was explained officially, had been 
devoted to the consideration of nomi- 
nations. 

The Senators showed the keenest in- 
terest in the reading of the message. 
There was hardly a vacant seat on the 
Republican side, and but few absentees 
on the Democratic side. As the reading 
closed, there was hearty hand-clapping 
from all quarters of the chamber, Sen- 
ator Chandler of New Hampshire lead- 
ing in the demonstration on the Repub- 
lican side.

patch.) William Waldorf Astor, not 
satisfied with being un-Americar in 
everything else, will take to himseif an 
English wife. Not only that, but she 
is said to be a young woman of title 
from one of the oldest families in Eng- 
land, as well as rich and peautiful. 
The sponsor for the story is the Mod- 
ern Society of London. The lady’s 
name is not given, but the same news- 
paper is authority for the statement 
that the event will take place shortly, 
as soon as the English term of mourn- 
ing has expired. 

This will not be the first time an 
American millionatre has married into 
the nobility and gentry, one of the 
Roosevelts some years ago -having 
married a titled woman in England, 
and Alfred Montgomery of Louisiana, 
cousin of the Philadelphia and Trenton 
families of that name, did likewise. In 
his case his name was changed into De 
Montgomerie. Gossip says that Astor 
will at once be made a British subject, 
and perhaps be knighted after a career 
in Parliament, as Sir Ashmead Bart- 
lett-Coutts has been, thus making two 


American men of title in the blue blood 
of English aristocracy. 


THE GREAT STRIKE. 


Exeiting Incidents in the Motor- 
men’s Quarrel at Philadeiphia. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—The great 
strike of motormen and conductors of 
the Union Traction Company began 
early this morning. The sentiment of 


the public was clearly with the strikers. . 


The company employs about six thou- 
sand men. Two-thirds of them are 
members of the Employees’ Association. 
The demand of the men is for a work- 
ing-day of ten hours, with $2 a day, 
reasonable time for meals, protection 
from the weather and recognition of 
their organization. 

At 12 o’clock street-railway traffic all 
over the city, with the exception of a 
few lines, is at a standstill. The entire 
police force is busy suppressing minor 
outbreaks of violence. Men are locked 
up at every station. Despite the efforts 
of the strike leaders to preserve order 
there hag been much violence though 
none of & serious nature. At Cumber- 
land and Amber streets, about one hun- 
dred women plugged the switches. The 
conductors tried to reopen the switches, 
but were driven away by the women. 
Scores of men have been arrested for 
cutting trolley-wires. | 

The most serious disturbances today 
occurred shotly befoe 2 o'clock on 
Chestnut street, between Eighth and 
Fifteenth, in the busiest part of the 
city. Conductors and motormen were 
driven from their cars and the cars 
wrecked. Most of the destructive work 
is being perpetrated by the hoodlum 
element and strike sympathizers. As a 
rule, the strikers themselves are care- 
fully observing Leader Mahone's in- 
junction to preserve order. Sympathy 
for the strikers is intense and there is 
much fear for developments. The 
Mayor has issued a proclamation callin 
on all citizens to observe the law an 
warning them not to collect in crowd 
saying force will be met with force 
peace preserved at all hazards. 


UNJUST RATES. 


Ruliug by the Interstate Commerce 
Comnatission.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today, in 
an opinion by Commissioner Clements, 
announced its decision in the case of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company 
against the Southern Pacific Company 
and other carriers, retating to the legal- 
ity of rates on steel rails and other iron 
and steel articles from Pueblo, Colo., to 
gan Francisco. complainant al- 
eges that an unreasonable charge of 
$1.60 per hundred pounds was made on 
these articles, while the rates from the 
East were much less. 

The commission heki that the rates 
complained of were unreasonable and 
unjust, and ordered that the rates from

THE CORRESPONDENCE. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

WASHINGTON, December 17.—Ac- 
companying the President's message is 
the correspondence on the subject. It 
is started with Secretary Olney’s now 
celebrated note reopening the negotia- 
tions with Great Britain, looking to the 
arbitration of the boundary dispute, 
which bears the date of July 20, last, 
ard is addressed to Mr. Bayard. 

The secretary begins by saying that 
the President has given much anxious 
theught to the subject and has not ö 
reached a cenclusion without a lively 
sense of its great importance, as well 
as of the serious possibility of any ac- 
tion now to be taken. He then com- 
ments on the l ng duraticn of th» boun- 
dary dispute, the “indefinite” claims of 
both parties and the continuous growth 
of the undefined British Gaims; the 
fate of the various attempts at arbi- 
tration of the controversy and the part 


in the matter heretofore taken by the 
United State.” 
He shows that the British claim,

find itself inextricably involved in the 
miseries and burdens of the contest? 

“What have the States of America to 
do with the vast armies, and, fleets of 
Europe and why should they be impov- 
erished by wars in which they have no 
concern?» The moral interests of Ku- 
rope are peculiar to her and entirely 
adverse from those which are pecullar 
to America. Europe is, with a single 
important exception, committed to the 
monarchical principle. America is de- 


“weted to the idea that every people has 


an unalienable right of. self-govern- 
ment. Any European control of our in- 
terests ia necessarily both incongraocus 
and injurious, and, if the forcible in- 
trusion of European powers in Amer- 
ican politics is to be deprecated, the re- 
sistance must come from the United 
States, the only power with strength 
adequate to the exigency. 


THE CAUSE OF GELF-GOVERN- 
ME 


“There can be but one answer to the 
question whether the safety and wel- 
fare of the United States are so con-

in 1844. The secretary then summarizes | 
the situation at the beginning of this | 
year to be as follows: 

First. The title to territory of in- 
definite but confessedly very large ex- 
tent is in dispute between Great Brit- 
ain and Venezuela. 

Second. The disparity of strength of 
the parties is such that Venezuela can 
hope to establish her claim only 
through peaceful methods. 

Third. The controversy has existed | 
for halt a century, despite Venezuela's | 
efforts to establish a boundary. 

Fourth. Venezuela has for a quarter 
of a century striven for arbitration. 

Fifth. Great Britain has continu- 
ously refused, except upon the renunci- 
ation in her favor of a large part of 
Venezuela's claims. 

Sixth. The United States has made | 
it clear to Great Britain and the world 
by frequent interposition of good of- 
fices that the controversy is one in 
which its honor and its interests are 
involved, and the continuance of which 
it cannot regard with indiffererice, 

This status, the secretary says, com- 
Peis those charged with the interests 
of the United States to decide on what 
extent, if any, the United States may 
and should intervene in a controversy 
between and primarily concerning 
only Great Britain and Venezuela. and 
to decide how far it is bound to see that 
the integrity of Venezuela territory is 
not impaired by the pretensions of its 
powerful antagonist. Are any such re- 
ports and duties devolved upon the 
‘nited States? If not, the United States 
has already done all, if not more than 
all, that a purely sentimental interest 
in the affairs of the two countries just- 
ifies, and to push its interposition fur- 
ther would be unbecoming and undig- 
nified and might well subject it to the 
charge of impertinent intermeddling 
with affairs with which it has no right- 

n the other hand, if any such ri 
and duty exist, their due exercise — 
discharge will not permit of any action 
that shall not be efficient and that, 
if the power of the United States is 
inadequate shall not result in the ac- 
complishment of the end in view. The 
question thus presented is a matter 
of principle, and, regard being had 
to the settled national policy, does 
not seem difficult of solution. Yet 
the momentous practical consequences 
dependent upon its determination re- 
quire that it should be carefully con- 
Sidered and that the grounds of the 
conclusion arvived at should be fully 
and frankly stated. 

WHERE THE RULE APPLIES, 
The Secretary lays it down as a 
canon of international law that a na- 
tion. may justly interpose in a con- 
troversy between other nations when- 
ever “what is done or proposed by 
any of the parties primarily concerned 
is a serious and direct menace to its 
Own integrity, tranquility or welfare.” 

The propriety of the rule, when ap- 
plied in good faith, will not be ques- 
tioned in any quarter, though he says 
it has been given wide scope and too 
often made a cloak for schemes of 
wanton spoliation and aggrandize- 
ment. This leads him up to an elabo- 
rate review of the Monroe doctrine, and 
Secretary Olney, stating that the 
proposition that America is in no part 
open to colonization has very -long 
been conceded, says that our present 
concern is with the other practical 
application of the Monroe doctrine; viz: } 
That American non-intervention in Ku- 
rope necessarily implies European non- 
intervention in Amertean alrs, the 
disregard of which by any Ruropean 
power is to be deemed an act of un- 
friendliness toward the United States. 


_ “The precise scope and limitations of 
this rule cannot be too clearly .appre- 
hended.. It does not establish any gen- 
eral protectorate by the United States 
over other American States. It does 
not relieve any State from its obliga- 
tions, as fixed by international law. 
nor prevent any European power, di- 
rectly interested, from enforcing such 
obligations or from infijeting -merited 
punishment for the breach of them; It 
does not contemplate any interference 
in the international affairs of any 
American State, nor the relations be- 
tween it and other American States. 
It. does not justify any attempt on our 
part to change the established form 
of government of any American State 
or to prevent the people of such State 
from altering that form according to 
their own will and pleasure. 

“The rule in question has but a sin- 


gle object. It is that no European 
power. or combination of European 
wers, shall forcibly 


deprive any 
merican State of the right and power 
of self-government and of shaping for 
self its own political fortunes and 
destinies.” 

The Secretary says that it is mani- 
fest that a rule which has been openly 
and uniformly acted upon by the exec- 
utive branch of the government for 
seventy years must have had the sanc- 
tion of Congress. Nor, he adds. if the 
practical results of the rule be sought 
for, is the record either meager or 
ébscure. Its first effect was indeed 
momentous and far-reaching. It was 
the component factor in the emancipa- 
tion of South America, and to it the in- 
dependent States of that region are 
largely indebted for their very exist- 
ence. 

Since then the most striking single 
achievement to be credited to the rule 
is the evacuation of Mexico by the 
French. But this country is also in- 
debted to it for the Clayion-Bulwer 
treaty, neutralizing any  interoceanic 
canal across Central America and ex- 
cluding Great Britain from any domin- 
ion there. It has been used in the case 
of Cuba, as justifying the position that, 
while the sovereignty of Spain will be 
respected, the land will not be per- 


other European power. It has been in- 
fluential in bringing about the definite 


cerned in the maintenance of the in- 
dependence of every American state as 
against any European power as to jus- 
tify and require our interposition when- 
ever that independence is endangered. 
These states are our friends and allies, 
commercially and politically, and to al- 
low the subjugation of any one of them 
by any European power reverses the 
situation and signifies a loss of all the 
advantages incident to their natural 
relation to us. But that is not all. The 


| people of the United States have a i- 


tal interest in the case of popular self- 
government, which theythave secured 
at the cost of infinite blood and treas- 
ure. The age of the crusades has 
passed, and they are content with such 
assertion and defense of the rights of 
self-government as their own security 
and welfare demands. It is in that 
view, more than any other, that they 
will not tolerate the political control of 
The American states by the forcible as- 
sumption of a European power. 

“The mischief to be apprehended 
from such a source is none the less real 
because not immediately imminent in 
any specific case. The United States 
is today practically sovereign on this 
continent, and its flat is law. All the 
advantages of this superiority are at 
once imperiled if the principle be ad- 
mitted that European powers may con- 
vert American states into colonies of 
their own. The principle could be eas- 
ily availed of, and any power doing so 
would immediately secure a base of 
military operations against us, and it is 
not inconceivable that the struggle now 
going on for the acquisition of Africa 
might be transferred to South America. 
The weaker countries would soon be ab- 
sorbed, and South America would be 
partitioned between European powers. 

“The consequences to the United 
States would be disastrous. Loss of 
prestige would be the least of them. 
Our own real rivals in peace, as well 
as enemies in war, would be located at 
our very doors. We must be armed to 
the teeth, convert the flower of our male 
population into soldiers and sailors, 
and thus annihilate a large share of 
the productive energy of the nation. 

“Our just apprehensions are not to 
be allayed by suggestions of the good- 
will of European powers toward us, 
for the people of the United States 
have learned in the school of experience 
to what extent the relation of states 
depend, not upon sentiment or principle. 
but upon selfish interests. They will 
not soon forget that in their hour of 
distress all their anxieties and burdens 
were aggravated by the possibility of 
demonstrations against their national 
life on the part of the powers with 
whom they had long maintained the 
most hermonious relations. They have 
yet in mind that France seized upon 
the apparent opportunity of our civil 
war to set up a monarchy in Mexico, 
and had France and Great Britain held 
important South American possessions 
to work from with benefit, the tempta- 
tion to destroy our predominence by 
furthering our dismemberment might 
have been irresistible. From that grave 
peril we were saved in the past and 
may be saved again in the future 
through the operation of the sure but 
silent voice of the doctrine. proclaimed 
by President Monroe. 

“There is this,” Secretary Olmey con- 
tinues, da doctrine of American law, 
well-founded in principle and abund- 
antly ‘sanctioned by precedent, which 
requires the United States to treat as 
an injury to herself. the forcible assump- 
tion by eny European power of political 
controt qver an American state. The 
application of the doctrine to the bound- 
ary dispute between Great Britain and 
Venezuela remains to be made and pre- 
sents-no real difficulty.” - 

The Seeretary shows that, although 
relating to the boundary line, the ques- 
tion is one of political control over a 
domain of great extent, the British 
claim apparently expanding in two 
years some 43,000 square miles and 
directly involving the command of the 
mouth of Orinoco, in connection 
with. the whole river navigation in the 
interior of South America. He. dis- 
misses as valueless the contention that 
British Guiana may in this controversy 


de regarded as an American state, like 


Venezuela. 

He suggests that, while Venezuela 
might possibly nat object to settling the 
matter d@drectly. with British Guiana, 
if this contention was once allowed 


American colony might extend its pos- 
sessions indefinitely, while other powers 
might do the same by first procuring a 
voluntary cession of a small tract of 
soil. It is not admitted, and therefore 
cannot be assumed, that Great Britain 
is in fact usurping dominion over Ven- 
ezuelan soil. While Venezuela charges 
such usurpation Great Britain denies it, 
and the United States, until the merits 
are authoritatively ascertained, can 
take sides with neither, but it may de- 
mand that the truth shall be ascer- 
tained. Being entitled to resent and re- 
sist any sequestration of Venezuelan 
soil by Great Britain, it is necessarily 
entitled to Know whether such seques- 
tration has occurred or is now going on. 
ONE FEASIBLE MODE. 

There is but one feasible mode of de- 
termining the merits of the question, 
and that is peaceable arbitration. Great 
Britain admits that there is a contro- 
versy which should be adjusted by ar- 
bitration, but nullifies this admission 
by her insistence that the submission 
shall cover just a part of the contro- 
versy. If it were to point to a boundary 
which both parties, either expressly or 
tacitly, had ever agreed to, the demand 
that the territory within that line 
should be excluded from the dispute 
might rest Upon a reasonable basis, but 
there is no such line. Great Britain 
has shown in various instances that she 
was willing to arbitrate her political and 
sovereign rights, when the interests or 
territory involved. were not of con- 
trolling magnitude. Thus she arbi-

The Secretary quotes from some of 
these arbitrations in the past to sus- 
tain his assertion that the British de- 
mand for recognition of her right to a 
portion of the disputed territory before 
arbitration seems to stand upon noth- 
ing but her own ipse dixit. She says 
(comments Mr. Olney) to Venesuela,: in 
substance: “You can get none of the 
debatable land by force, because you 
are not strong enough. You can get 
none by treaty, because I will not agree, 
and you can take your chance at get- 
ting a portion by arbitration only if 
you first agree to abandon to me such 
other portion as | may designate.” 

This attitude is not characteristic of 
English love of justice and fair play; 
it places Venezuela under vital duress; 
the territory acquired would be as 
much wrested by the strong hand as if 
occupied by British troops. This, he 
says, amounts to invasion and conquest, 
and our duty is summed up as follows: 

“In these circumstances, the duty of 
the President appears to him unmis- 
takable and imperative. Great Britain's 
assertion of title to the disputed ter- 
ritory, combined with her refusal to 
have that title investigated, being a 
substantial appropriation of the terri- 
tory to her own use, not to protest, and 
gave warning that the transaction will 
be regarded as injurious to the interests 
of the people of the United States, as 
well as oppressive itself, would be to 
ignore an established policy with which 
the honor and welfare of this country 
are closely identified. While the meas- 
ures necessary or proper for the vindt- 
cation of that policy are determined by 
another branch of the government, it 
is clearly for the executive to leave 
nothing undone which may tend to 
render such determination unneces- 


Mr. Bayard is directed to read the 
communication to Lord Salisbury, and 
ask a definite decision regarding arbi- 
tration. The President hopes that the 
conclusion will be on the side of arbi- 
tration, but if he is disappointed, “a 
result not to be anticipated, and in his 
judgment caloulated to greatly embar- 
rass the future relations between this 
country and Great Britain,” he wishes 
to be acquainted with the fact at such 
early date as will enable him to lay 
t whole subject before Congress in 

next annual message. 


SALISBURY’S NOTES. 


The British Prime Minister Misun- 

derstands the American Spirit. 

The British side of the dispute is 
embodied in two notes from Lord 
Salisbury to Sir Julian Pauncefote. 
Both notes are dated the same day, 
and the former, which the Ambassa- 
dor is directed to communicate to Sec- 
retary Olney, is of the highest im- 
portance, as in it Lord Salisbury goes 
broadly into the Monroe doctrine. In 
full it is as follows:

FOREIGN OFFICE, Nov. 26, 1895. 

Sir: On the 7th of August I trans- 
mitted to Lord Gough a copy of the 
dispatch from Mr. Olney, which Mr. 
Bayard had left with me that day, and 
of which he had read portions to me. 
I informed him at the time that it 
could not be answered until it had 
been carefully considered by the law 
officers of the crown. I have, there- 
fore, deferred replying to it until after 
the recess. 

I will not now deal with those por- 
tions of it which are concerned exclu- 
sively with the controversy that has 
for some time past existed between 
the republic of Venezuela and Her 
Majesty's government in regard to the 
boundary which separates their do- 
minions... I take a very different view 
from Mr. Olney of various matters 
upon which he touches in that part of 
the dispatch; but, I will defer for the 
present all observations upon it, as it 
concerns matters which are not in 
themselves of first rate importance, and 
do not directiy coneern.the reletions 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. The latter part, howeyer, of 
the dispatch, turning from the ques- 
tion of the frontiers of Venezuela, pro- 
ceeds to deal with principles of a far 
wider character and to advance doc- 
trines of international law which are 
of considerable interest to all the na- 
tions whose dominions include any por- 
tion of the Western Hemisphere. 

The contentions set forth by Mr. 
Olney in this part of his dispatch are 
represented by him as being an appli- 
cation of the political maxims which 
are well-known in American discus- 
sion under the name of the Monroe 
déetrine. As far as I am aware, this 
doctrine has never been before ad- 
vanced on behalf of the United States 
in any written communication ad- 
dressed to the government of another 
nation, but it has been generally 
adopted and assumed as true by many 
eminent writers and politicians in the 
United States It is said to have 
largely influenced the government of 
4 in the conduct of its for- 
eign affairs; though Mr. Clayton, who 
was Secretary of State under President 
Taylor, expressly stated that that ad- 
ministration had in no way adopted it. 
But during the period that has elapsed 
since the message of President Mon- 
roe was delivered in 1823, the doctrine 
has undergone a very notable develap- 
ment, and the aspect which it now pre- 
sents in the hands of Mr. Olney differs 
widely from its character when it first 
issued from the ven of. its author. 

The two propositions, which, in effect, 
President Monroe laid down,,were,first, 
that America was no longer to be 
looked upon as a field for European 
colonization; and. sécond, that Burope 
must not attempt to extend its, politi- 
cal system to America or to control the 
political condition of any of the Amer- 
ican communities who had recently de- 
elared their. independence. The dan- 
gers against which President Monroe 
thought it right to guard were not as 
imaginary as they would seem at the 
present day. The formation of the Holy 
Alliance, the congresses of . Laybach 
and Verona, the invasion of Spain by 
France for the purpose of forcing upon 
the Spanish people a form of govern- 
ment which seemed likely to disappear 
unless it was sustained by external ald. 
were incidents fresh in the mind of 
President Monroe when he penned his 
celebrated message. 

The system of which he speaks and of 
which he so resolutely deprecates the 
application to the American continent, 
was the system then adopted by cer- 
tain powerful states on the continent of 
Europe, of combining to prevent by 
force of arms the adoption in other 
countries of political institutions which 
they disliked, and to uphold by external 
pressure those which they approved. 
Various portions of South America had 
recently declared their independence, 
and that independence had not been 
recognized by the governments of Spain 
and Portugal. to which, with small ex- 
ception, the whole of Central and South 
America was nominally subject. It was 
not an imaginary condition that he 
foresaw. if he feared that the same 
spirit which had dictated the French 
expedition into Spain might inspire the 
more powerful governments of Europe 
with the idea of imposing, by the force 
of European arms, upon the South 
American communities the form of gov- 
ernment apd the political connection 
which they had thrown off. In declar- 
ing that the United States would resist 
any such enterprise if it was contem- 
plated, President Monroe adopted a pol- 
itcy which received the entire sympa- 
ay of the English government of that 

ate. 

The dangers which were apprehended 
by President Monroe have no relation 
to the state of things in which we live 
at the present day. There is no danger 
of any Holy Alliance impesing its sys- 
tems upon any portion of the Ameri- 
can continent, and there is no danger 
of any European State treating any 
part of the American continent as a fit 
object for European colonization, It is 


j intelligible that Mr. Omen should in- 


voke, in defense of the views on which 
me is now insisting, an authority which 
enjoys o high a popularity with his 
fellow countrymen. But the circum- 
stances with which President Monroe 
was dealing and those with which 
the present American government is 
addressing itself, have very few fea- 
tures in common. 2 
Great Britain: is imposing no “sys- 
tem” upon Venezuela, and is not con- 
cerning herself in any way with the 
nature of the polltical institutions un- 
der which the Venezuelans may preter 
to Hve.

separated. It is a controversy with 
which the United States have no ap- 
parent practical concern. It is diffi- 
cult, indeed; to see how it can materi- 
ally affect any state or community 
outside of those primarily interested, 
except perhaps other parts of Her Ma- 
esty’s domains, such as Trinidad. The 
disputed frontier of Venezuela has 
nothing to do with any of the ques- 
tions dealt. with by President -Monroe. 
It is not @ question of colonization by 
an Huropean power of any portion of 
America. It is not a question of imposi- 
tion upon the communities of South 
America of any system of government 
devised in Europe. It is simply the de- 
termination of the frontier of a British 
possession which belonged to the 
throne of England long before the Re- 


public of Venezuela came into exist- 
ence,

But even if the interests of -Vene- 
zuela were 80 far linked to those of the 
United States as to give the other a 
locus standi in this controversy, their 
governments apparently have not 
formed and certainly do not express any 
opinion upon the actual merits of the 
dispute. The government of the United 
States does not say that Great Britain 
or Venezuela is in the right in the mat- 
ters et issue, but they lay down that 
the doctrine of President Monroe, when 
he opposed the imposition of European 
systems or the renewal of European 
colonization, confers upon them the 
right of demanding that when a Euro- 
pean power has a frontier difference 
with a South American community, the 
European power shall consent to refer 
the controversy to arbitration; and Mr. 
Olney states that unless Her Majesty’s 
government accede to this demand it 
will “greatly embarrass future rela- 
ons“ between Great Britain and the 
United States. 

Whatever may be the authority for 
the doctrine laid down by President 
Monroe, there is nothing in his language 
to show that he ever thought of claim- 
ing this novel prerogative for the 
United States. It is admitted that he 

id not seek to assert a protectorate 
over Mexico or the states of Central 
and South America. Such a claim 
would have imposed upon the United 
the duty of answering for the coriduct 
of these states and consequently the re- 
sponsibility of controlling it. His sa- 
gacious foresight would have led him 
energetically to deprecate the additio 
of so serious a burden to those whic 
the United States have to bear. 

It follows of riecessity that if the 
government of the United States will 
not control the conduct of these com- 
munities, neither can it undertake to 
protect them from the consequences at- 
teaching to any misconduct of which 
they may be guilty toward other na- 
tions. If they violate in an way the 
rights of another state or of its sub- 
jects, it is not alleged that the Mon- 
roe. doctrine will assure them the as- 
sistance of the United States in escap- 
ing from any reparation which they 
may be bound by international law to 
give. Mr. Olney expressly disclaims 
such an inference from the principles he 
lays down. 

But the claim which he founds upon 
them is that, if any independent Amer- 
ican state advances a demand for ter- 
ritory of which its neighbor claims to 
be the owner and that neighbor is the 
colony of an European state, the United 
States have a right to insist that the 
Euro n State shall submit the de- 
mand, and its own impugned rights to 
arbitration. 

I will not now enter into a discussion 
of the merits of this method of termi- 
nating international differences. It has 
proved itself valuable in many cases; 
but it is not free from defects which 
often operate, as a serious drawback 
on its value. It is not always easy to 
find an arbitrator who is competent 
and who, at the same time, is wholly 
free from bias; and the task of insuring 
compliance with the award when it is 
made is not exempt from difficulty. It 
is a mode of settlement of which the 
value varies much according to the na- 
ture of the controversy to which it is 
applied and the character of the liti- 
gants who appeal to it. Whether in any 
panticular case it is a suitable method 
of procedure, is generally a delicate 
and difficult question. The only parties 
who are competent to decide that ques- 
tion are the two parties whose rival 
contentions are in issue. The claim 
of a third nation, which is unaffected 
by the controversy, to impose this par- 
ticular procedure on either of the two 
others cannot be reasonably justified 


and has no foundation in the laws of 
nations. 


DOES NOT ACCEPT THE DOCTRINE 

In the remark which I have made, I 
have argued on the theory that the 
Monroe doctrine in itself is sound. I 
must not, however, be understood as 
expressing any acceptance of it on the 
part of Her Majesty’s government. It 
must always be mentioned with re- 
spect, on account of the distinguished 
statesman to whom it is due, and the 
great nation who have adopted it. But 
international law is founded on the 
general consent of nations, and no 
statesman, however eminent, and no 
nation, however powerful, are compé- 
tent to insert into the code of interna- 
tional law a novel principle which was 
never recognized before and which has 
not since been accepted by the govern- 
ment of any other eountry. The United 
States have a right to interpose in any 
controversy by which their own inter- 
ests are affected, and they are the 
judges whether those interests are 
touched, and in what measure they 
should be sustained. But their rights 
are in no way strengthened or ex- 
tended by the fact that the controversy 
affects some territory which is called 
American. 

Mr. Olney quotes the case of the re- 
cent Chilean war, in which the United 
States declined to join with France 
and England in an effort to 
bring hostilities to a close, on ac- 
count ef the Monroe doctrine. The 
United States were entirely in the right 
in deciining to join in an attempt at 
pacification if they thought fit, but 
Mr. Olney’s principle “that American 
questions” are for American  déci- 
sions,” even if it received any coun- 
tenance from the language of President 
Monroe (which it does not,) cannot be 
sustained by any reasoning drawn from 


the law of nations. 


The government of the United States 
is not entitled to affirm as a universal 
proposition, with reference to a number 
of independent states for whose con- 
duct it assumes no responsibility, that 
its interests are necessarily concerned 
in whatever may befall those states 
simply because they are situated in the 
Western hemisphere. It may well be 
said that the interests of the United 
States are affected by something that 
happens to Chile or to Peru and the 
circumstances may give them the right 
of interference, but such a contingency 
may equally happen in the case of 
China or Japan, and the right of inter- 
ference is not more extensive or more 
Severed in the one case than in the 
other. 

Though the language of President 
Monroe is uirected to the attainment of 
objects which most Englishmen would 
agree to be salutary, it is impossible to 
admit that they ...,.Bave been in- 
scribed by any adequate author- 
ity in the code of international 


law, which 
nvoive. is 


ficiently exhibited both by the strange, 


development which the doctrin® has re- 
ceived at Mr. Olney’s hands end the ar- 
guments from which it ts supported in 
the diapatch under reply. In defense of 
Mt We eald: “That distance and three 
thousand miles of intervening ocean 
make any permanent political union 
an Buropean and an American 
Annatural and inexpedient will 
ha be denied. But and 
geographical considerations are the 
least of the objections to such a union. 
Europe has a set of primary interests 
which are peculiar to herself; America 
fs not interested in them and ought not 
to be vexed or complicated with them. 

And again: “Thus far in our history 
we have been spared the burdens and 
evils of immense standing armies, and 
all the other accessories. of huge war- 
like establishments, and the exemption 
has highly contributed to our national 
greatness and wealth, as well as fo 
the happiness of every citizen. But 
with the powers of Europe perma- 
nently encamped on American soil, the 
ideal conditions we have thus far en- 
joyed cannot be expected to continue.“ 

The necessary meaning of these words 
is that the union between Great Brit- 
ain and Canada; between Great Brit- 
ain and Jamaica and Trinidad; between 
Great Britain and British Honduras 
and British Guiana are “inexpedient 
and unnatural.” 

President Monroe disclaims any such 
inference from his doctrine, but in this 
as in other respects, Mr. Olney de- 
velops it. He lays down that the inex- 
pedient and unnatural anion between 
a Buropean and an American state is 
— R „it will hardly be de- 
nled.“ 


PREPARED TO DENY IT. 

Her Majesty's government is pre- 
pared emphatically to deny it on be- 
half of both the British and American 
people We are subject to her crown. 
They maintain that the union between 
Great Britain and her territories in jhe 
western hemisphere is both natural and 
expedient. They fully concur with the 
view which President Monroe appar- 
ently entertained that any disturbance 
of the existing territorial distribution 
in that hemisphere by any fresh acqui- 
sitions on the part of any uropean 


state would be a highly inexpedient 
change. 


But they are not pre- 
pared to admit that the recog- 
nition of that expediency is 
clothed with the sanction which 


belongs to a doctrine of international 
law. They are not prepared to admit 
that the interests of the United States 
are necessarily concerned in every 
frontier dispute which may arise be- 
tween any two of the States who pos- 
sess dominion in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, and still less can they accept 
the doctrine that the United States are 
entitled to claim that the process of 
arbitration shall be applied to any 
demand for the surrender of territory 
which one of those States may make 
against another. 

I have commented in the above re- 
marks only upon the general aspect of 
Mr. Olney’s doctrines apart from the 
special considerations which attach to 
the controversy between the United 
Kingdom and Venezuela in its present 
phase. This controversy has undoubt- 
edly been made more difficult by the 
inconsiderate action of the Venezuelan 
government in breaking off relations 
with Her Majesty’s government, and 
its settlement has been correspond- 
ingly delayed, but Her Majesty’s gov- 
ernment have not surrendered the hope 
that it will be adjusted by a reason- 
able arrangement at an early date. 

I request that you will read the sub- 
stance of the above dispatch to Mr. 
Olney and leave him a copy of it if he 
desires it. 

THE SECOND NOTE. 

The correspondence closes with an- 
other note from Lord Salisbury to Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, intended for deliv- 
ery to Secretary Olney, of the same 
date as his preceding note from which 
it was probably separated because. it 
deals entirely with the merits of» the 
British claim to the territory in dis- 


ute. 

Lord Salisbury explains that he is 
prevented from addressi the Vene- 
zuelan government itself in conse- 
quence of a suspension of diplomatic 
relations. Lord Salisbury begins with 
the statement that “Her Majesty’s gov- 
ernment, while they have never avoided 
or declined argument on the subject 
with the government of Venezuela, 
have always said that the question was 
one which had no direct bearing on the 
material interests of any other country 
and have consequently refrained hith- 
erto from p nting any detailed 
statement of their case either to the 
United States or to other foreign gov- 
ernments.” 

Probably for that reason, says Lord 
Salisbury, Mr. Olney's statement bears 
the impress of being mainly if not en- 
tirely founded on ex parte Venezuelan 
statements and gives an erroneous view 
of many of the material facts. He chal- 
lenges Secretary Olney’s first state- 
ment that the dispute dates back to 
1814 and aserts that it did not begin un- 
til 1840, which assertion he proceeds to 
Support by a long statement of the 
condition under which British Guiana 
was acquired from the teh, the 
friendly relations that had existed for 
a long time between the United States 
of Colombia, first, and afterward Vene- 
zuela and Great Britain, and with 
reference to the early decrees of the 
Spanish government. He asserts that 
the recent difficulty would never have 
arisen if Venezuela had been content to 
claim only those territories which could 
be proved or even reasonably asserted 
to have been quietly in the possession 
of a captaincy-general of Venezuela. 
He attacks the Spanish title to the 
lands as vague and ill-founded and 
tends that for the validity of the Dutch 
title under which Great Britain now 
claims there exists the most authentic 
declaration. As far back as 1889 Hol- 
land had protested against Spanish in- 
ourslons into their settlements in the 
basin of the Cuyani, and to this claim 
the Spanish government never at- 
tempted to reply, the archives showing 
that they had not meant to rebut it. 

Lord Salisbury says: “The funda- 
mental prineiple underlying the Vene- 
zuelan argument is that inasmuch as 
Spain was originally entitled of right to 
the whole American continent, any 
territory on that continent which she 
cannot be shown to have acknowledged 
in specific and positive terms to have 
passed to another power can only have 
been acquired by wrongful usurpation, 
and, if situated to the north of the 
Amazon and west of the Atlantic, must 
necessarily belong to Venezuela as her 
self-constituted inheritance in those 
regions. It may reasonably be asked 
whether Mr. Olney would consent to 
refer to the arbitration of another 
power pretensions raised by the govern- 
ment of. Mexico, raised on such a 
foundation as to large tracts of terri- 
tory which had long been comprised in 
the federation.” 

THE SCHOMBERG LINE. 


Lord Salisbury then proceeds to state 
the circumstances connected with the 
marking of the Schomberg line. He 
says the British government informed 
Venezuela in 1839 of its intention to pro- 
visionally survey this boundary, its 
purpose being after the survey to com- 
municate to other governments its 
views as to the true lines of the Brit- 
ish boundary, and then settle any de- 
tails as to which those governments 
might object. At the very outset 
Schomberg placed two boundary posts 
at Point Barmea, on the remains of the 
Dutch fort, and while the posts there 
and at the mouth of the Amaruca were 
recovered at the urgent entreaty of 
Venezuela, the agreement was made on

In conclusion Lord Salisbury says: 

“Although the negotiations in 1890, 
1891 and 1893 did not lead to any result, 
Her Majesty’s government has not 
abandoned the hope that they may be 
resumed with better success and that 
when the internal politics of Venezuela 
are settled on a more durable basis 
than has lately appeared to be the case, 
Her Majesty’s government may be ena- 
bled to adopt a more moderate and con- 
ciliatory course in regard to this ques- 
tion than that of their predecessors. 
Her Majesty’s government is desirous 
of beim on friendly relations with 
Venezuela and certainly. ‘have no de- 
sign to seize territory that properly be- 
longs to-her, or forcibly to extend sov- 
ereignty over any portion of her popu- 
lation. They have, on the contrary, re- 
peatedly expressed their readiness to 
submit to arbitration any conflicting 
claims of Great Britain and Venezuela 
to large tracts of territory which, from 
their auriferous nature are known to 
be of almost untold value. 

“But they cannot consent to enter- 
tain or to submit to the arbitration of 
another power, or of foreign jurists, 
however eminent, claims based upon 
the extravagant pretensions of Spanish 
officials in the last century and involv- 
ing the transfer of large numbers of 
British subjects who have for many 
years enjoyed the settled rule of a Brit- 
igh colony, to a mation of different race 
and language, whose political system 
is subject to frequent disturbances, and 
whose institutions as yet too often 
afford very tmadequate protection to 
life and property. No issue of this de- 
scription has ever been involved in the 

uestions which Great Britain and the 
nited States have consented to submit 
to arbitration and Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment are convinced that in similar 
circumstances the government of the 
United Staites would be equally firm in 
declining to entertain proposals of such 
a nature.”

Worth not More Than Fifteen Per 
Cent. of Face Value.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—The divi- 
dend of 5 per cent. which the Pacific 

Bank is now paying on liquidation to 
its depositors makes in all 25 per cent., 
or $217,000 returned to them. Including 
these dividends, as well as all effects 
and settlements, the total liabilities 
paid off amount to $1,200,000. 

The present assets of the bank, which 
consist of real estate, judgments and 
notes, have a face value of about $2,000,- 
000, but it is doubtful whether those 
who are in charge of the bank’s liquida- 
tion will get in more than 10 or 15 per 
cent. of that amount, less expenses. It 
will take about a year or more to com- 
plete the liquidation of the bank. 


EDUCATION IN ALASKA. 


Six Day-schools Maintained During 
4 the Past Year. ' 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.— The 


United States Commissioner of Educa- 


tion has issued a report on education 
in Alaska from which it appears that 
during the last year there have been 
maintained there six day-schools with 
twenty-four teachers. There also have 
been maintained seven contract-schools 


with forty-nine teachers and employees. 


The commissioner recommends an- ap- 
propriation of $50,000 for the ensuing 
year for education in Alaska. 

One of the recommendations of the re- 
port is that the government increase its 
apprepriation for the introduction of 
domestic reindeer as a food supply for 
the natives. Nearly 4000 were intro- 
duced last year.

SET BY THE EARS. 


London in an Angry Mood—The Cor- 
respondence a Surprise. 
(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMEX 

LONDON, Dec. 17.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The sensation caused by Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s message, which 
reached the clubs about dinner-hour, 
was immediate and profound. The men 
stood around the news bulletins and 
gazed aghast at what they read. Many 
in their first surprise declared the mes- 
sage spelled war. Soon astonishment 
gave place to anger, and the jingo“ 
feeling tonight is general and at fever 
heat. It is impossible to doubt that 
the message will be regarded here as a 
challenge which England ought to take 
up, and Lord Salisbury will receive the 
support practically of all political par- 
ties. 

Unless all appearances tonight are 
deceptive, tomorrow’s newspapers, Lon- 
don and provincial, will be strongly bel- 
licose, The strength of the goveTrment’s 
Parliamentary majority does not tend 
to guarantee prudent treatment of the 
subject by Lord Salisbury. It is an 
open secret that he regards most of his 
Cabinet colleagues as ciphers, and there 
is every reason to believe that Secretary 
Olney’s dispatch and Salisbury’s two 
replies thereto come as a complete sur- 
prise to all ministers except the Duke 
of Devonshire, Balfour and Chamber- 
lain. 

As to the general public, it has never 
supposed for a moment that there was 
the slightest danger in the paltry Vene- 
zuelan question. There was a meet- 
ing cf Ministers on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 16, at which about half the Cabi- 
net was present, but there was not the 
slightest reason to suppose that the 
Venezuean question was then dis- 
cussed. 

It all depends,“ said one government 
department chief, upon whether Clete- 
land really intends to stand for a third 
term; if so, there is real danger to be 
apprehended from the position as- 
sumed by the United States. If no 
Englishmen. may rest assured that th 
whole thing is merely a mean dodge by 
a retiring President to leave a legacy 
of difficulty to his Republican succes- 
gor.“ 

It is needless to say that the dom- 
nant idea here i that patriotism is 
purely a British product, unknown in 
the United States, where political cor- 


ruption is universal and rampant and 


no public man is ever swayed by any- 
thing but sordid self-interests. 
THEY DON’T: UNDERSTAND. 
LONDON, Dec. 17.—All the morning

The Daily. Telegraph (Liberal,) will 
publish an editorial contending that 
America has no concern in the Vene- 
zuelan dispute. The editorial goes on 
to say: 

In truth, the invention of the Mon- 
roe doctrine seems on this side of the 
water to be irrelevant, because there 
is no question of territorial greed, or 
the imposition of an European system. 
It is absurd, because a statement of an 
American policy can hardly claim to 
attain the rank of a principle of inter- 
national law. By what right does the 
Washington government demand an 
arbitration of this matter, when the 
very theory which guides their inter- 
ference has absolutely nothing to do 
with the points in dispute? What na- 
tion has ever agreed to the Monroe doc- 
trine? How often has the Washington 
8 itself ventured to advance 


We say nothing to the process of 
‘twisting the lion’s tail’ generally re- 
sorted to at times of electoral excite- 
ment. Yet if it be true that all his 
zealous support of Venezuela origi- 
nated in partisan intrigues there is still 
less reason why we should submit to 
what, from the British standpoint, is 
a wholly perverse and inadmissible 
claim.” 

The Daily Graphic, says in an ed- 
itorial: “The epitaph of the Monrve 
doctrine has been written in the Ven- 
ezula correspondence, Mr Cleveland’s 
message is a document which self-re- 
specting Americans will not read with 


either pride or pleasure. It only serves 


to illustrate another of the inherent 
absurdities of the modern interpreta- 
tion of the Monoe doctrine. President 
Cleveland does not propose to instruct 
Mr. Bayard to demand his passports, 
nor does he contemplate an invasion of 
Canada, or an expedition to Demarara. 
He is struck by the awkward fact that 
he must first ascertain what there is to 
fight about. Does President Cleveland 
seriously think that we can admit the 
proposition that the frontiers of Euro- 
pean colonies in the two Americas are 
to be held at the good pleasure of a 
committee of Washington gentlemen? 
What would the United States have 
said in 1848 if an American power had 
advanced the claim, based on this prin- 
ciple, to protect Mexico from a wan- 
tonly-aggressive war by which Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s predecessors settled 
the Texas bourdary dispute.”’ 

The Times says: It is impossible to 
disguise the gravity of the difficulties 
that have arisen between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States. President 
Cleveland’s message and its reception 
by both sides of the Senate gives ad- 
ditional importance to the dispatches 
between Washington and London. The 
details of the boundary dispute are in- 
significant in comparison with the far- 
reaching claims advanced in Mr. Ol- 
ney’s dispatch and emphasized in 
President Cleveland’s message. Con- 
vinced as we are that a rupture be- 
tween the two great English-speaking 
communities would be a calamity,, not 
only to themselves, but to the civilized 
world. we are nevertheless driven to 
the conclusion that the concessions this 
country is so imperiously summoned 
to make are such as no self-respecting 
nation, least of all, one ruling an em- 
pire that has its roots in every quar- 
ter of the globe, could possibly submit 
to. The United States themselves 
would never for.a moment dream of 
yielding to this kind of dictation. We 
are of the same blood, and shall not 
be less careful of our national honor. 
We cam hardly believe the course 


threatened by President Cleveland will 
be seriously adopted by the American 
government, but if so it will de incum- 
bent on us, without entering upon any 
aggressive measure, to protect our im- 
perial interests and to stand up for our 
rights under international law.“ 

The Times then proceeds to argue 
that the Monroe doctrine has never 
been recognized as international law 
and quotes Lord Salisbury's admission 
that any disturbance of the existing 
territorial. distribution in the Western 
Hemisphere by any European state 
would be highly tnmexpedient, and then 
continues: 

“But the recognition of this expedi- 
ency does not cover the preposterous 
deductions which Mr. Olney’s dispatch 
advances and which Mr. Cleveland 
makes the basis of the most astounding 
proposal that has, perhaps, ever been 
advanced by any government in times of 
peace since the days of Napoleon. 

“We desire to speak with all proper 
reserve, but we can confidently predict 
that Great Britain will not permit the 
pretensions put forward by President 
Cleveland. No commissidn appointed by 
a power which is not a party to the 
dispute will be recognized by us as hav- 
ing a title of any sort to pronounce 
upon the boundary question. It will 
receive no assistance from European au- 
thorities. Its decision will be null and 
void from the outset, even if its orig- 
inal did not taint it willl partiality. We 
shall be very much astonished if there 
is any disagreement among the organs 
of public opinion in this country as to 
the manner in which a claim should be 
confronted.” 

The Times contends further that En- 
gland is bound to resist the extended 
claim of Monroeism and says: A power 
which has command of the sea does not 
regard 3000 miles of intervening ocean 
as severing it from its subjects.” 

The Standard, the Conservative or- 
gan, in an editorial, says: “This ex- 
traordinary document will receive from 
English publicists more dispassionate 
treatment than the decidedly provoca- 
tive nature of its contents renders al- 
together easy. It was prepared by the 
responsible head of a state, and will 
probably receive the formal assent of 
Congress. Englishmen must therefore 
take it seriously and refrain from spec- 
ulations that would otherwise be at- 
tractive as to the utility, in view of 
the Presidential election, of ‘twisting 
the lion’s tail.’ The position President 
Cleveland assumes is preposterous. 
No American citizen would for a mo- 
ment dream of admitting its soundness 
in an analogous case in which the honor 
and interests of America were con- 
cerned. There can be but one answer. 
We decline to humilitate ourselves, and 
we refuse to accept the decision of 
Washington in matters altogether out 
of its jurisdiction.” 

The remainder of the Standard's arti- 
cle is an echo of Lord Salisbury’s argu- 
ment, and it concludes by saying: 
“Great Britain will reject the demand 
as indignantly as Congress would if 
America were asking to submit her 
title to Alaska to the judgment of im- 
partial umpires.” 

AMONG THE ROCKIES. 

DENVER (Colo.,) Dec. 17.—The Rocky 
Mountain News will say tomorrow: 
„Because he is right he should be hear- 
tily sustamed by every patriot. War 
seems inevitable. If it does not come, 
one country or the other must stand a 
confessed braggart.“ 

The Republican says: “If neither 
England nor Venezuela interfered with 
the commission, and if either or both 
should then refuse to accept the boun- 
dary line aid down by it. would it be- 
come our duty to whip either or both 
into submission?“ 

‘NOT JINGOISM—AMERICANISM. 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Dec. 17.—The Re- 
public (Dem.) tomorrow will say: 
“President Cleveland’s message to Con- 
gress is the most virile assertion possl- 
ble on the spirit of the Monroe doc- 
trine.” Referring to the words of the 
President in the concluding paragraph 
of the message, the Republic says: 
“This is not jingoism, it is American- 
ism.”" 

In the course of a long editorial, the 
Globe-Democrat (Republican,) will say 
of the President's message: This has 
the true American ring. It is an echo 
of his predecessors, John Adams and 
Andrew Jackson, in cases when the 
honor and interests of the country were 
endangered by foreign aggressions. If 
the Monroe doctrine is to remain a vi- 
tal principle of American diplomacy, 
this is the time to assert K.“ 

A CRAVEN SHEET. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—In its editorial 
on President Cleveland’s message, the 
World will say: 

“President Cleveland’s message to 
Congress, on the Venezuelan matter is 
a serious blunder. It is a blunder be- 
cause it is based upon a wrong concep- 
tion; because it is not sustained by in- 
ternational law or usage, and because 
it places the United States in a false 
position. The President, in his mes- 
sage, like Secretary Olney in his dis- 
patches, assumes that the policy of 
Great Britain in Venezuela involves a 
menace to this country. The President 
says that ‘the doctrine (of Monroe) 
upon which we stand is strong and 
sound because its enforcement is im- 
portant to our peace and safety as a 
nation, and is essential to the integrity 
of our institutions and the tranquil 
maintenance of our distinctive form of 
government.’ 

“Are our peace and safety as a na- 
tion, the integrity of our free institu- 
tions, and the ‘tranquil maintenance of 
our distinctive form of government’ 
threatened by an extension, however 
unwarranted and arbitrary, of the Eng- 
lish possessions in Venezuela? The 
preposterous nature of this jingo buga- 
boo is sufficiently indicated by point- 
ing to Canada and to British Colum- 
bia, on our véry border. England is 
not a foreign nation in this hemisphere. 
Great Britain owns more territory on 
this continent than we do. She was 
here before we were a nation. If she 
had hostile intentions, which the Presi- 
dent’s words impute, did shé need to 
wait for a boundary dispute in distant 
Venezuela with a hybrid race, to assail 
us or to menace our republican institu- 
tions? The assumption is absurd. And 
with it falls the structure of ponder- 
ously-patriotic rhetoric relied upon by 
the President. 

“It is a grave blunder to put this 
government in the attitude of threaten- 
ing war unless we mean it and are 
prepared for it, and can appeal hope- 
fully to the sympathies of the civilize 
world in making it. Do these condi- 
tions exist? Will eny of the Senators 
who applauded the President’s mes- 
sage yesterday affirm that they do? If 
these conditions do not exist, what re- 
mains for us except a few weeks or 
more of bluster and a more or less 
graceful backdown.” 

THE NATION WITH HIM. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—Local editorial 
comments on the President’s message 
generally sustain the enforcement of 
the Monroe doctrine. 

The Times-Herald (Independent) 
says: “The nation is with the President. 
It makes no difference to us whether 
or not any foreign government may de- 
cline to admit the validity of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. We are not capable of 
the puerility of entreating recognition 
of it as a favor. We are prepared to 
demonstrate its validity with the en- 
tire strength of a sovereign people.“ 

The Chronicle (Dem.) says: “The 
President’s message is not only a 
strong appeal to American pride and 
patriotism in the matter now at issue; 
it is a clean-cut and vehement enuncia- 
tion of the Monroe doctrines which in 
his hands is vitalized as never before 
since its promulgation. Great Britain 
must abandon its claim to Venezuelan 
territory or the American Congress 
must relegate the Monroe doctrine to 
the limbo of forgotten dreams, or the 
question must be left to the dread ar- 
bitrament of the sword.“ 

The Inter Ocean (Rep.) will say: “‘The 


message is in a tone that will be | 


pleasing to the country. It insists upon 
the validity of the Monroe doctrine. and 


upon its application to present condi- | 


tions, and it clearly indicates a deter- 
mination for its enforcement.” 

The Tribune (Rep.) says: “However 
the boundary dispute may eventuate, 
the thanks of the country are due to 
President Cleveland for his vigorous, 
resolute, fearless and patriotic defense 
of that doctrine. In this respect he has 
risen to the necessities of the situation 
and left no doubt in the minds of Kuro- 
pean politicians where this government 
stands on the question. If Great Brit- 
ain refuses to accept the Monroe doc- 
trine, let her bring on ber bears 

AN HISTORIC PAPDPR. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 17.—The Commer 
clal Gazette (Rep.) says: “No one could 
have asked for a stronger, more deci- 
sive or more vigorous support of the 
Monroe doctrine. The message will be- 
come one of the nation’s great historic 
papers. War is a serious matter, but 
there are greater calamities-than war, 
one of them is the loss of national self- 
respect and honor.“ 

WHAT CLEVELAND'S PROBABLE 
SUCCESS§0R SAYS 

COLUMBUS (0.,) Dec. 17.—Gov. Me- 
Kinley having been requested by «a 
number of newspapers by wire to ex- 
press his views on the President's mes- 
sage on the Venezuelan question, has 
responded as follows: 

“It is my judgment that the Presi- 
dent's firm and dignified statement of 
the adherence of our government to the 
Monrce doctrine will command the ap- 
proval of the people of Ohio. His mes- 
sage enforces with strength and tigor 
the position of the United States in its 
relations with European powers for 
more than seventy years. It is an 
American letter in spirit and in a calm 
and dispassionate manner upholds the 


honor of the nation and insures its se- 
curity.” 


HORRORS OF TAB. 


Frightfal Massacre of Christians as 
Seen by a European. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS 

LONDON, Dec. 17.—The Daily News 
today publishes a letter from a Euro- 


pean resident at Constantinople, dated | 
November 23, giving the first details of | 
the Aintab massacre. The writer says: noter and t 
“It is difficult to get figures. We ere 


always under a guard when we go to 
towns, but 200 seems a low figure for the - 
killed, and some say it was 1000, while 


400 were wounded. All the Christian 


shops and 250 houses were pillaged, 
and many burned. About 1000 Armen- 
lans, who took refuge in the mosques at 
the beginning of the panic, are still 
kept prisoners there, for what purpose 
can only be surmised.“ 

The Daily News correspondent says: 
“The narrator appears to have wit- 
nessed the massacre from the American 
mission. He says that all the western 
and southern parts of the city appeared 
to be in an uproar, the crowd rushing 
in every direction, and the sound of 
numerous pistols and gunshots being 
continually heard. A company of sixty 
was stationed in front of the American 
Girls’ Seminary, with pickets out to 
cover the approach to the hospital and 
college. We could see the Christian 
women on the roofs, trying, by means 
of stones, clubs and firearms, to drive 
off the assailants. Elsewhere the Turk- 
ish women crowded forward, uttering 
a peculiar cry, cheering their men on 
to the attack. The massacre lasted al- 
most a whole day, and, although troops 
were posted around the Christian 
houses, it was renewed November 17. 
The Christians, however, were better 
prepared by that time, and were able 
to repel the attack. Some of the Mos- 
lems who assisted in the defense, the 
Armenians claimed, received £5 each.” 

The correspondent of the Times at 
Constantinople telegraphs to his paper 
that a petroleum monopoly is about to 
be granted by the Sultan to a Russian 
subject named Theodore Mavrocor- 
dato, whose project is strongly sup- 
ported by M. Nelidoff, the Russian Am- 
bassador. The applicant engages to 
raise a loan of £4,000,000, of which 
£1,000,000 is to be paid to Russia on ac- 
count of war indemnity, and the re- 
mainder to be placed at the disposal of 
the Turkish treasury. The Russian will 
start his own refinery for Russian oil. 


THE STATE RESTS. 


Closing Testimony for the Prosecu- 
tion in the Hearne Case. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

BOWLING GREEN (Mo.,) Dec. 17.—

examined at the Hearne murder trial 
today were several that had already 
been on the stand. 

T. B. Morris, editor of the Courier- 
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Post of Hannibal, testified to a con- 
versation with Dr. Hearne over an 
article in a Chicago paper that connects 
the latter with the murder. Among 
other things Dr. Hearne said: “By ——, 
suppose I did kill Amos Stillwell: let 
them prove it.” 

James A. Abbey, the negro detective 
who was employed to work on the 
Stillwell murder case, told about find- 
ing in the vault a lot of bloody rags, 
sheets and garments. The State then 
offered in evidence a record of the d- 
vorce and re-marriage of the Hearnes 
in California, but Judge Roy ruled 
them inadmissible. The States rested 
its case this afternoon and the trend 
of the defense was outlined in the open- 
ing address of Bell, one of the counsel 
for Dr. Hearne. Tomorrow the defense 


will begin the examination of its wit- 
nesses.

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Tun FREE-HARBOR LEAGUE. 


Further steps were taken yesterday 
toward the completion of the organiza- 
tion of the Free Harbor League. By- 
laws were adopted and signed, and the 
Committee on Address presented its 
report, which was adopted and ordered 
published. It appears elsewhere in 
The Times this morning. The address 
embodies a section of the report of the 
Board of United States Army Engi- 
neers, appointed in 1892 to locate a 
deep-watér harbor for Los Angeles. 
The report presents unanswerable ar- 
guments in favor of the construction 
of the proposed deep-water harbor at 
San Pedro. The time has arrived for 
concerted and vigorous action, if the 
harbor improvement is to be realized. 
In the furtherance of this work the 
Free Harbor League can perform an 
important part, in conjunction with, 
and supplementary to, the work of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The address 
reinforces a fact, which should ever be 
borne in mind, that the creation of a 
free harbor at San Pedro will benefit 
all citizens and all jnterests involved, 
including the railroad interests that 
are now so strenuously opposing the 
project. A free harbor means a new era 
of development and prosperity for the 
whole of Southern California, and this 
means material and lasting benefit to 
all individuals and all interests. A 
union of effort in favor of the San 
Pedro site is alike the duty and the 
interest of our people, because there 
is strength and success in unity, and 
only weakness and failure in division 
and dissension. It is San Pedro or 
nothing, for Congress, after having ap- 
proved the location selected by the 
chosen representatives of the govern- 
ment, will not abandon that site and 
turn to another and make appropria- 
tions for it. Nor is there any probabil- 
ity whatever that two sites will receive 
the attention of Congress. That would 
be boy's play on the part of the law- 
makers. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE MONROE 
DOCTRINE. 


President Cleveland has been criti- 
cised, and seemingly with justice, for 
a lack of patriotic firmness in dealing 
with questions arising under the so- 
called Monroe doctrine. He will not 
be thus criticised in the future, if he 
stands firmly by the position enunci- 
ated in his special message on the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute, which 
was laid before Congress yesterday. 
The most radical supporter of the Mon- 
roe doctrine can take no exception to 
the President’s utterances on this sub- 
ject His message is vigorous, straight- 
forward, firm, manly and patriotic. It 
defines in unequivocal terms the atti- 
tude of the United States government, 
not only in the present controversy, 
but as regards any and all possible 
questions affected by the principle laid 
down by President Monroe. There is 
no hair-splitting, no begging of the 
question, no double extente in this mes- 
sage. From first to last, in every word 
and sentence, it proclaims the inten- 
tion and readiness of this government 
to maintain the Monroe doctrine at any 
cost. 

President Cleveland's message is, in 
effect, a reincarnation of the Monroe 
doctrine. That heretofore somewhat 
Vague and indeterminate principle is 
vague no longer. It has been officially 
revised, amplified, and brought down to 
date. The contention of Great Britain 
that it is obsolete and nugatory is em- 
phatically denied. The President's ut- 
terances revivify it and invest it with 
the force and importance of a living 
principle. To the maintenance of that 
principle this nation is heartily and 
jrrevocably committed. 

In its broader sense, the President's 
message is a notification to Europe 
that inasmuch as the United States re- 


frains from meddling in European af- 
fairs, Europe must abstain from inter- 
ference in American affairs (and this 
means South and Central America as 
well as North America.) The Presi- 
dent's interpretation of the Monroe 
doctrine is as far-reaching and com- 
prehensive as the most incorrigible 
“jingo” could wish. It covers the whole 
Western Hemisphere. Every patriotic 
heart must beat more quickly in its 
perusal. It is a dignified and vigorous 
enunciation of a great principle, which 
this nation is in duty and in honor 
bound to maintain against the world, 
with all the power at its command. 

Does the President’s message neces- 
arily mean war with Great Britain? 
The dispute has reached an acute 
phase, and such an outcome is certainly 
not improbable. Great Britain has per- 
emptorily declined to submit the ques- 
tion at issue to arbitration and has, in 
effect, told us that the affair is none 
of our business. President Cleveland’s 
message, reduced to its simplest terms, 
means “arbitrate or fight.“ The ques- 
tion has not quite come to this, as 
yet, but it is not many removes there- 
from. Only two roads, seemingly, lead 
away from war. Great Britain may 
recede from her position, and may con- 
sent to submit the whole question to 
arbitration, in which event, of course, 
the clash of arms would be averted. 
Or the commission suggested by the 
President may find, after investigation, 
that there is no sufficient ground for 
armed intervention. Neither of these 
contingencies, however, seems proba- 
ble. The present outlook, it must be 
confessed, is extremely warlike. 

One fact is plain above all others. 
It is the fact that President Cleveland 
has voiced the sentiments of tan over- 
whelming majority of the American 
people in his terse and vigorous re- 
statement of the Monroe doctrine. 
Whatever he may have said or left un- 
said in the past, he is apparently sin- 
cere in the present instance. The 
American people should support the 
President as one man in this matter. 
Partisanship should be merged in pa- 
triotism. On this issue there should 
be no North, no South, no East and no 
West, but a united and determined na- 
tion. There should be no Republicans, 
no Democrats, no partisans of any 
kind. The Republican Congress should 
support the Democratic President in 
this matter as loyally as though all 
were of one political faith. 

If, unhappily, the questions at issue 
can be determined only by the dread 
arbitrament of war, our strength must 
not be weakened by internal dissen- 
sions. The struggle would necessarily 
be a severe one, but its outcome need 
not be doubtful, if we present an un- 
broken front to the foe. That which 
we have done twice, under adverse con- 
ditions, we can do a third time under 
more favorable conditions. And if we 
are forced to overcome Great Britain a 
third time, we shall do it more thor- 
oughly than we have ever done it be- 
fore. 

The issues involved in the present 
controversy must be settled sometime. 
It is perhaps as well that they should 
be settled now as at any other time. 
The tendency toward European aggres- 
sion—and especially toward English 
aggression—in the Western Hemiphere 


must stop. Better war, if war must 
come, than the disgrace and danger of 
seeing European nations enforce their 
demands and extend their jurisdictions 
in this hemisphere at the cannon’s 
mouth. 

This momentous question is now be- 
fore Congress. Upon that body de- 
volves a weighty responsibility. Let 
us hope that to the discharge of that 
responsibility will be brought wisdom 
in abundance and moderation in full 
measure. Let all minor considerations 
be subordinated to the one desire to 
pursue that course which is most con- 
sonant with national honor and the 
public good. 

* Let patriotism be paramount. 


The text of Secretary Olney’s note to 
Ambassador Bayard, which the Presi- 
dent transmitted to Congress twith his 
message, is now made public for the 
first time. It proves to be a masterly 
state paper, and is admirable alike for 
its terse and vigorous English and for 
its freedom from equivocation. Mr. 
Olney’s note is an unanswerable de- 
fense of our attitude toward the South 
and Central American States, as de- 
fined in the Monroe doctrine. He shows 
conclusively that our position is not 
only logical and reasonable, but that 
it is essential as a matter of national 
safety. Mr. Olney does not find it nec- 
essary to go back into ancient history 
to prove his position, but cites “‘mod- 
ern instances,” in abundance, which 
have a direct and vital bearing upon 
the issue. Mr. Olney’s statement of 
our side of the controversy leaves lit- 
tle or nothing to be desired. 


It is to be hoped that in the deter- 
mination of the several contested-seat 
cases pending before Congress, the an- 
nounced intention of the Republicans 
to decide the contests fairly upon the 
evidence presented will be faithfully 
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carried out. The practice, which has 
heretofore too generally obtained—that 
of seating contestants on partisan 
grounds, without much regard to the 
evidence—should be abandoned. Both 
parties have been guilty of this repre- 
hensible practice. The Republicans are 
now in a position to establish a pre- 
cedent in favor of fair dealing. Good 
politics, no less than simple justice, 
demand that they should do the right 
thing in the premises. 


The Senate caucus has done well in 
naming Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts for the chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee on Immigration. Mr. Lodge is 
known to entertain decided views on 
the subject of immigration, and they 


introduced a bill to prohibit the land- 
ing upon our shores of immigrants who 
can neither read nor write. There is 
a fair prospect that the immigration 
question will receive the attention 
which its importance demands at the 
hands of the present Congress. 


Ambassador Bayard’s denial of cer- 
tain statements attributed to him re- 
cently, regarding the silly season in 
America,” was necessary as well as 
timely. Accepting Mr. Bayard’s dis- 
claimer as bona fide, it is a pleasure to 
know that he has some sense of pro- 
priety left.

Equally, of course, it all hap- 
pens, of the things that happen, away 
off in a far distant corner of the world, 
a corner of which we toilsome Ameri- 
cans know but little more than the pre- 
cious little we learned in the old geog- 
raphies at school. This time Mr. Good- 
win, who writes the libretto, lugs us 
off to Siam to have fun with us, and he 
does it jolly well. 

There is a Regent, which his name 
it is Wang.“ who, in the hopes of 
feathering his nest, weds a buxom re- 
lict of a French consul, with a kinder- 
garten full of daughters of all ages, 
from the mature warbler in the back 
row of the chorus, to the little tyke 
only s0-year-old. Then there is a 
Crown Prince, petite an pretty Edna 
Wallace-Hopper, who is a veritable 
pocket edition of an opera star, but as 
chic and debonair a young blade as 
ever sighed his heart away with 
operatic passion. And then, of course, 
there are others and others and others, 
including a mighty cleverly simulated 
elephant, on whom the connubiating 
Wang makes his grand entry, to the 
slam-bang of the cymbal and the sa- 
laaming of the picturesque populace, 
which exhibits shapely figures and, like 
the conventional work-people, warble 
as they toil. 

Through all the merry-making runs 
much really meritorious music — not 
great music, but numbers, especially of 
the ensemble sort, that tickle the ear 
right cleverly, and right in the middle 
of the music-making and fun-manu- 
facturing is big De Wolf Hopper him- 
self, Just about the brightest and hap- 
piest comedian who has wandered into 
this southwest corner of the woolly 
West for ever so long.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT. 


Sanitary Suggestions from Dr. Sted- 
dom to the Council, 


Of the various annual reports from 
the departments of the city government 
to the Council, none contains more 
matter of direct interest to the public 
than that of Health Officer Steddom, 
yesterday filed with the City Clerk, to 
2 presented to the Council next Mon- 

ay. 

The various questions that have to 
do with the health of the city are 
touched upon by Dr. Steddom, and a 
number of recommendations are made 
regarding matters the regulation of 
which has in the past occasioned con- 
Siderable difficulty for the Council. 

he full text of Dr. Steddom's report 
follows: 

“To the Honorable Council of the 
City of Los Angeles: In compliance 
with the provisions of the city charter, 
I herewith submit to your honorable 
body the report of the transactions of 
the health department for the fiscal 
year ending November 30, 1895. The 
population of the city is estimated at 

„000, based upon the last school cen- 
sus. The total number of deaths in 
the city during the year was 1176; 700 
of these were males and 476 were fe- 
males. The annual death rate was 
15.13 per cent. per 1000. Of these 1176 
deaths, 248 were caused by specific in- 
fectious diseases, 126 by diseases of the 
digestive system, 273 by diseases of 
the respiratory system, 87 by diseases 
of the nervous system, 113 by diseases 
of the cireulatory system, blood and 
ductless glands, 63 by diseases of the 
genito- urinary organs, 59 by constitu- 
tional diseases, 85 by intoxicants, vio- 
lence and accidents and 127 by mis- 
cellaneous diseases. Of the total num- 
ber, 146 had resided in the city less 
than one year, 48 less than two years, 
33 less than five years and 37 less than 
ten years, showing the number of 
deaths of residents less than ten years 
to There were 187 deaths 
caused by pulmonary tuberculosis; of 
these 124 were males and 63 were fe- 
males. There were 111 deaths due to 
other forms of tuberculosis; of these 68 
were males and 43 were females. There 
were 146 deaths of children under the 
age of one year, 48 under the age of 
two years and 33 under the age of five 
years. There were 28 suicides; 26 of 
which were males, with nationalities 
as follows: 23 Americans and 5 for- 
eigners. One hundred and fifty-nine 
deaths were certified to by the Coro- 
ner; 181 deaths occurred in the various 
hospitals, 139 of which were in the 
County Hospital. There were 1538 
births reported to the health office; 
of these 80 were still births and 31 were 
premature births. There were 818 
“males and 720 females. Of the still 
births 45 were males and 35 were fe- 
males; of the premature births 17 were 

and 14 were females. . 

LAW-BREAKING DOCTORS. 

Of the more than 400 physicians in 
the city, not over 150 are complying 
with the law relative to the report of 
births and contagious diseases. Many 
seem to think it an imposition when 
the matter is brought to their notice 
and we insist on their complying with 
the State law and the ordinances of 
the city on the subject. After a sys- 
tematic investigation by W. B. Hinkle, 
one of the inspectors, the increase in 
the report of births has been at least 
40 per cent. , 

SPECIFIC INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 

There was one case of smallpox in 
the city in September, which, upon de- 
tection, was taken immediately to the 
pesthouse, where the patient was cared 
for without any one knowing that 
such a case existed untit he was dis- 
charged. 

Considering the close proximity. of 
smallpox for so many months at No- 
gales on the Mexican border, the city 
has just cause for congratulation on 
its escape from an epidemic. 

There have been 65 cases of typhoid 
fever reported to the health office, 31 
of which were fatal. Again I have 
to state that we have not been able to 
induce all physicians to report cases 
of typhoid fever; hence the apparent 
high mortality, Mit cases are, as a 
rule, not reported. 

“There have been reported 276 cases 
of infectious diseases, for which the 
houses were placarded. Of these, 124 
were scarlet fever, only two of which 
proved fatal. This disease in this cli- 
mate is extremely mild, and many 
cases, I believe, are not reported at 
all: 152 cases of diphtheria were re- 
ported, 28 of which were fatal, show- 
ing the percentage of death to be 18.47. 
Under the limited use of antitoxine the 
death rate has been reduced from 25.3 
per cent last year to 18.4 per cent for 
this. Owing to the prejudice of many 
physicians, antitoxine has not been 
used as extensively as might hare. bese 
beneficial in these cases, but enoug 
has been used to prove conclusively 
that it has saved the lives of many of 
our children. According to the best re- 
ports which I can ascertain, antitox- 
ine has been used in about one-half of 
the cases reported in the city. yl 
cases outside the city have receives 
beneficial effects, ahh are not in 
cluded in this repor ine pected at | the 
time they were placarded, an ved 
disinfected under the 
supervision of the health office.

For convenience the 
city has been divided into three dis- 
tricts, and each inspector is assigned to 
a district and ie held. responsible for 
thé condition of the same. With the 
limited force at our disposal it 
been impossible to make a house-to- 
house inspection as should be done-at 
least once a month in a cimate like 
this. Here decomposition is going on 
at all times, and à very small deposit 


of animal or vegetable matter soon de- 


cays and becomes a nuisance, and, if 
allowed ta remain, causes serious con- 
sequences to some one of the residents 
in the vin, who, I regret to say, is 
usually a child. I cannot too strongly 
urge the immediate filling up of cess- 
ls and privy vaults as soon as 
ouses are connected with the sewer. 
But unless the parties are notMed time 
and again to do so it is. not done. Cess- 
pools and vaults are nearly always lo- 
eated in the back yard, and the back 
yard as a rule is the children’s play- 
ground; and many children owe a se- 
rious fllness of several weeks, perhaps, 
to the carelessness of their parents. 
The number of sanitary inspectors is 
entirely inadequate to the amount of 
work necessary to keep the city in a 
sanitary condition. At present it is 
impossible to do but little more than 
answer the numerous daily complaints 
which are made at this office. In many 
instances nuisances exist on the prem- 
ises of non-resident owners which it ie 
almost impossible to abate for lack of 
proper legislation. It is to hoped that 
at the next sessioh of the Legislature 
such a law will be passed as will en- 
able boards of health, through the 
proper authority, to abate nuisances 
existing on the property of non-resi- 
dent owners by causing a lien covering 
the expense of the same tto be made 
upon such property collectable the same 
as taxes. Such a bill was introduced 
by Hon. Robert N. Bulla at the last 
session of the Legislature, but on ac- 
count of the great rush at the last mo- 
ment it failed to pass. 
MEAT INSPECTION. 

“A careful inspection of the markets 
and slaughter-houses shows more than 
ever the great necessity for a union 
slaughter-house and stockyards, where 
all animals can be inspected „before 
killing, and where the inspector can 
be present at the time of slaughtering, 
and all carcasses be marked in such a 
manner that each quarter of an animal, 
wherever sold, will bear the mark of 
inspection so conspicuously placed that 
buyers ean see the same at ail times. 
This would be a protection to all par- 
tles concerned, In spite of the prevall- 
ing opinion that tuberculosis in 4Ani- 
mals is of uncommon occyrrence in 
this climate, yet on careful investiga- 
tion of the sheep slaughtered it has 
been found to exist in many cases, and 
in some instances in cattle. . 

“The following inspections and con- 
demnations have been made, viz: 
Slaughter-house and stock inspections, 
136; motified to clean up, 11; carcasses 
condemned, 27; retail butcher-shop in- 
spections, 1790; young veal condemned, 
37; other meat condemned (pieces,) 16; 
poultry-yard inspections, 542; notified 
to clean up, 178; poultry condemned, 
219; fish-market inspections, 356; fish 
condemned (pounds,) 200; horses exam- 
ined for glanders, 47; horses condemned 
for glanders, 3; horses condemned for 
other cause, 6 

MILK INSPECTION, 

he Board of Health, at its meeting 
in May last, took decided steps toward 
the improvement of the quality of milk 
sold in the city. Since that time 620 
samples have been taken from the va- 
rious wagons and tested; 94 samples 
were found to be below ‘the standard. 
Since November 1 ‘tests from 87 wagons 
have been made and all found to be up 
to the standard requirements. Since 
May 1 62 dairies have been inspected; 
19 were found in a filthy conditionand 
were notified to clean up; 35 cows were 
condemned. Warrants were sworn to 
against 68 dairymen for non-compliance 
with the registration law. 

THE GARBAGE QUESTION. 

The collection of garbage has been 
very unsatisfactory during the past 
year, and the system at present in use 
seems to be a failure. I would ear- 
nestly recommend that the city put in 
a crematory. of its own, and regulate 
the collection of garbage by ordinance, 
requiring the residents themselves to 
pay for the collection thereof. A Dixon 
crema@tory of fifty tons capacity in 
twenty-four hours can ve put in for 
less than $10,000. The one put in at 
McKeesport, Pa., of the same capacity 
cost $8059.09, including lot. This fur- 
nace is giving entire satisfaction 
wherever used, is odorless, and the ex- 
pense of operating is small. The Smith- 
Seamans furnace now in use in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., and Atlantic City, N. J., 
is a good furnace. For the money 
spent during the past year for the col- 
lection of garbage and the cremation 
of dead animals, the city could put in 
two crematories of such capacities as 
would dispose of all the garbage, and 
dead animais besides, and at a compar- 
atively small cost for cremation.

THE COURTS. 


Pat MeAneny Acquitted of Murder- 
ing Billy Hunter. 


One of the shortese murder trials on 
record in the Superior Court of Los 
Angeles was finished yesterday after- 
noon by a verdict of not guilty” 
brought in by the jury after fifteen 
minutes’ deliberation. 

The accusation that it was Pat Mc- 
Aneny who had killed Billy Hunter was 
one that could not be proven. No two 
of the withesses for the prosecution 
told the same story about the killing, 
and it was impossible to show conclu- 
sively just who did kill Billy Hunter. 

2 defense, on the contrary, hung to- 
gether well and proved by two wit- 
nesses, Frank Swift and Miss D. D. 
Gridley, that it was quite possible that 
the deed was committed in self-defense. 
Mr. Swift and Miss Gridley were re- 
turning from some entertainment and 
were 13 opopsite the saloon when 
the row took place. They both testi- 
fied that they distinctly saw McAneny 
run out first, with the other three, Hun- 
ter, Colan and Murray, in pursuit. The 
running fight continued down the street 
until the final scuffle, when Hunter was 
stabbed, they could not tell how or by 
whom, as all four men were together. 

At all events, McAneny was the per- 
son attecked instead of the assailant 
and his blackened eyes and bunged-up 
nose, at the time he was arrested, amply 
attested the fact that there had been a 
lively fight. In addition to this, both 
the front and the back of McAneny’s 
gray clothes were covered with blood, 
showing that he had been attacked on 
all sides. 

The evidence for the prosecution was 
so conflicting and uncertain that, for 
once in his life, Deputy District Attor- 
ney C. C. McComas could not construct 
anything like a passable argument. He 
accordingly suggested that the case be 
submitted on the instructions, and, af- 
ter some hesitation, counsel for the de- 
fense agreed. The result showed that 
argument would have been merely time 
wasted, and, twenty minutes after the 
Case was given to the jury, McAneny 
was marching tadiantly out of the 
Courthouse, a free man for the first 
time in many months.

Kelly ac- 
cepted the loan, and paid the interest 
regularly until a year later, when 
Kelly, acting in behalf of Mrs. Sproul, 
borrowed $350 from Miss Mina Kim- 
ball, giving a mortgage on her place as 
security. This money was used to pay 
Lloyd the sum which had been bor- 
rowed from him, and Mrs. Sproul 
promised Kelly that the time for pay- 
ing his debt to her should be extended 
another year. Kelly paid the interest 
on her debt as advance interest on his 
own, and made other payments at va- 
rious times until his debt to her was 
all wiped out, ‘and she owed him $75. 

Several months ago a man named 
Will Meyers became so very persistent 
in his attentions to Mrs. Sproul that 
report had it that she was supplying 
the greater portion of his living ex- 
penses. Kelly naturally resented this, 
and conveyed an intimation of his 
sentiments to Meyers through the me- 
dium of a good sound thrashing.

SAVED BY A SCRATCH. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF TWO MEN IN 
A SEWER TRENCH. 


One Was Completely Covered With 
Barth and the Other Was Buried 
to the Armpits, but Both Were 
Rescued Without 


The caving in of a sewer trench on 
Girard street yesterday about 1:15 p. m. 
came very near costing two men their 
lives. One of them was rescued with 
little difficulty; the other escaped alive 
by the merest chance. 

The two men were employed in dig- 
ging a trench to connect the Traction 
Company’s power-house with the main 
sewer in Girard street. One of them, a 
man named Martin, was at the bottom 
of the trench, which was twelve feet 
deep. The other was at a place where 
the depth was not so great. The men 
had just resumed work after the noon 
hour, when the sides of the trench be- 
omg to cave in. The man who was in 

least dangerous part was caught 
first by the falling earth, and buried 
to*the aimpits. He shouted to Martin, 
who ran to the most. distant corner 
of the trench, but when he got as far as 
he could go the ground closed in over 
him, covering him to a depth of at 
least three feet over his head. 

employees of the Traction Com- 

U in the power-house heard the 
‘sheuts of the man who was buried only 
to his armpits, and rushed to the res- 
cue. The victim whose head was pow 
told them not fomind him, but to dig for 
his companion, who was completely cov- 
ered at the other end of the trench. 
The men went to work with a will. 
First it was necessary to get planks to 
prop up a large section of ground which 
was cracked and threatened to cave in 
atany moment. Had this not been pre- 
ven both men would surely. have 
been killed. 

As soon as the sides of the trench 
were secured from further caving, the 
men began to uncover the entombed 
man, As they dug away the ground 
they could hear his gasps for breath, 
and the rescuers thought he certainly 
would be smothered before they could 
reach him. By a happy circumstance, 
however, it chanced that Martin had 
wedged his head tightly into the corner 
and his hat and body prevented the 

und from filling up the space in 
ront of him. The air in the narrow 
chamber thus formed, and the little ad- 
ditional atmosphere that percolated 
through his loose covering of earth 
was sufficient to sustain life for about 
ten minutes, the time required to ex- 
hume him. 

A piece of gaspipe had been secured 
for him to breathe through in case there 
was further caving of the banks before 
he was extricated, but, fortunately, the 
earth was held back until he was en- 
tirely free. 

A rope was tied around Martin's body 
as soon as was uncovered as far as 
the armpits, and an attempt was made 
to haul him out, but the ground was 
so firmly packed around him that it 
had to be dug away clear down to his 
feet before he was liberated. Mean- 
time, a force of men working at the 
other end of the trench had dug out 


were taken into the engine- room of the 
power-house, where they were cleaned 
up and were soon all right. Neither 
received any injury save a swelling of 
one of Martin's ankles. 

During the excitement incident to the 
cave-in and the rescuing of the men, 
no one thought to ascertain their names 
and addresses, and they were sent home 
without their identity having been es- 
tablished. The police department was 
not notified. 

Martin and his companion owe the 
preservation of their lives to Superin- 
tendent J. 8. Hill of the Traction 
Company, Engineer George Judkins 
and his assistant, several other em- 
ployees of the Traction Company, and 
Charles Foreman, Jr., all of which ren- 
dered valiant service in rescuing the 
unfortunates. 


YESTERDAY’S FROSTS. 


No Damage to Fruit as Far as 
Reported. 


Reports received from unofficial 
sources yesterday showed that there 
were, frosts yesterday morning at 
Eagle Rock (north of Pasadena,) San 
Fernando and Vernon, at which place 
the ground was white. It was reported 
that a load of produce coming to mar- 
ket from Vernon early in the morning 
Was seen to have a considerable coat- 
ing of ice upon it. The Southern Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Exchange, up to yester- 
day afternoon, had not received any re- 
wong of injuries done to fruit by the 


The weather observer reported that 
during the twenty-four hours up to 5 
a.m. yesterday, there was a rapid rise 
in the barometer along the Pacific 
Coast, the highest being in Central Cal- 
ifornia. There was a fal] in tempera- 
ture all along the Coast except for a 
slight rise at Fresno. The changes in 
Southern California ranged from 2 to 
12 deg. Fahr. 

The lowest temperatures at points 
along the Pacific Coast up to 5 a.m. 
were: Los Angeles (heavy frost,) 34 
deg.; San Diego, 40 deg.; San Luis Obis- 
po (killing frost,) 30 deg.; Fresno, 38 
deg.; San Francisco, 42 deg.; Sacra- 
mento, 34 deg.; Red Bluff 36 deg.; Port- 
land, 32 deg.; Eureka, 38 deg.; Seattle, 
26 deg.; Baker City, Or., 18 deg. 

At the time of taking the observation 
snow was falling at Baker City and 
had fallen at Seattle and Portland. 

The temperature usually falls lower 
after 5 a.m. before being affected by 
daybreak, and this fact should be con- 
sidered in noting the temperatures of 
various places as above given. 

Hitherto it has been the custom at 
weather bureaus, after there has been 
one frost, not to make reports of it 
when subsequent frosts occurred. As 
a frost in Southern California at any 
time during the winter is liable to af- 
fect vegetation, the custom, so far as 
the local weather office is concerned, 
has. been changed, and all, or nearly 
all, frosts are officially reported. 

The unusually heavy wind of last 
evening indicated that, unless it should 
subside, there would be no frost in this 
neighborhood this morning. 

The weather observer has about ferty 
correspondents situated at various 
places in the vicinity of this city, and 
it is possible he may receive some re- 
ports from them today if the frost has 
done any damage.

The 


Measure that Senator White 
Has Introdaced. 


In the Senate of the United States 
on December 5 Senator White intro- 
duced the following bill, which was 
read twice and referred to the Commit- 
tee cn Public Buildings and Grounds: 

“A bill providing for the erection of 
an addition to the public bullding at 
Los Angeles, Cal., and appropriating 
money therefor. Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, that the Secretary of 
the Treasury be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized and directed to procure a site 
for and cause to be erected thefeon, a 
suitable addition to the public building 
now the property of the United States 
in the city of Los Angeles, Cal., with 
fireproof vaults therein, for the ade- 
quate accommodation of the United 
States district and circuit courts, in- 
ternal revenue, customs offices, an 
other government offices in the city o 
Los Angeles, Cal. 

“The plans, specifications and full 
estimates for said building shall be 
previously made And approved accord- 
ing to law, dnd shall not exceed, for the 
site and all improvements and additions 
complete, the sum of $200,000. 

“Provided, That the site shall leave 
the building unexposed to danger from 
fire in adjacent -buildings by an open 
space of not less than forty feet, in- 
cluding streets and alleys; and no 
money appropriated for this purpose 
shall be available until a valid title to 
the site for said building shall be 
vested in the United States, ncr until 
the State of California shall have ceded 
to the United States exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over the same during the time the 
United States shall be or remain the 
owner thereof for all purposes except 
the administration of the criminal laws 
of said State and the service cf civil 
process therein; and there is hereby 
appropriated for the purchase of said 
site and the commencement of said 
additional building $100,000.

Forty-four hobos went out with the 
chain-gang yesterday morning. At 4 
o'clock they came back, but not the 
forty-four. Only thirty-four returned. 
The rest made a break for liberty and 
secured A. 

The chan gang for several weeks has 
been a chain-gang in name only. Balls 
and chains have not been used lately. 
The result has been that a considerable 
number of hobos have escaped. The 
knowing ones lay their finger on their 
nose and say to Chief Glass, “I told you 
so.” for the Chief has put himself on 
record as being opposed to working men 
with balls and chains on the public 
streets. But the big Chief is not per- 
turbded, The chain-gang is not yet un- 
der his direct control It is still un- 
der the supervision of the City Council 
with Capt. Huston in command. The 
captain has besides himself two guards, 
Mr. Taylor end Special Officer Rayburn. 
So long as the hobos were worked in 
the First-street cut it was a compara- 
tively easy job for two or three men 
to guard the gang, as it was only 
necessary to watch the two ends of the 
cut. Lately the hobos have been 
worked on a rock pile at Eighth street 
and Maple avenue and there the task of 
guarding them has proved more diffi- 
cult. 

Several days ago ‘four men made a 
dash for liberty and three got away. 
Yesterday about a dozen made a con- 
certed break amd ten escaped. Most of 
them were short-time men, none being 
in for more than. sixty days. 

Chief Glass docs not regard these es- 
capes as disproving his theory that 
balis and chains are barbarous and un- 
necessary. He declines to acoept the 
responsibility for the escapes until the 
chain-gang is put under his direct 
charge. The Chief admits, though, that 
the ball and chain is ‘tionable to 
him solely under conditions hitherto 
existing. He objects t6 the system on 
account of the unseemy spectacle 
caused by parading the chain-gang 
twice a day through the most crowded 
thoroughfares of the city. The specta- 
cle of loading ard unloading men 
chained like wild beasts, every day be- 
fore the Police Station, is anything but 
edifying to the public gaze. If the men 
were housed and worked at some out- 
of-the-way place like Plysian Park, the 
Chief would not object to balls and 
chains if it were found necessary to 
une them in order to prevent the pris- 
oners from running away. 

Capt. W. C. Reberts of the police de- 
partmient advocates the building of a 
portable stockade in the river bed, of 
dimensions large enough to afford 
Mleeping and eating quarters for a hun- 
dred men, more or less, and space to 
work the entire gang at the occupation 
of sifting gravel and breaking stones. 
The material thus produced could be 
used to advantage in &mproving streets 
or could be sold to contractors at good 
prices, and only a few men would be 
needed to look after the prisoners and 
keep them safe. In case of a freshet 
the stockade and inmates could be tem- 

ily removed to a place of safety, 

ut the captain jokinally remarks that 

not much would be lost if a flood should 

sweep stockade, prisoners, guards and 
all down to the deep blue sea. 


HOW THE OIL EXPLODED. 


Refiner Edwards Explains the Acci- 
dent of Sunday Last. 


E. A. Edwards, part owner in the oil 
refinery at Second street and Beaudry 
avenue, thinks he has found the reason 
for the explosion of Sunday last, in 
which the rear head blew out of one 
of the firm's stills. 

“Such an explosion as we were vic- 
tims of probably never oacurred before, 
and will probably never occur again. 
However, the incidents of the explosion 
will serve as a very pointed warning to 
refiners. You must know gas will not 
explode unless combined with just the 
ang proportion of oxygen, or air. 

hat is the ny to our explosion. 

“In the still there is one pipe through 
which oil is pumped in and another 
through which the base remaining after 
distillation, in this case asphalt, is 
drawn off. The first pipe is at one end, 
on top, the second at the other end and 
on the bottom. 

“The asphalt in the still had been 
drawn off before the oil was pumped 
into the still, just preceding the ex- 
plosion, and to facilitate the emptying 
of the still a piece of tow, saturated 
with coal oil had been ignited and 
placed under the stopcock where 
the asphalt hardens with cold and 
clogs the pipe. When the still had 
become empty, a suction through the 
discharge pipe, the still and the 
filling pipe was created, and as the 
tow was still burning, its flame 
was drawn into the still by this suction. 
The air in the still is comparatively 
pure at this time. Now begins the fill- 
ing of the tank. The stopcack below is 
shut off, but there remains a very 
slight heat, of possibly flame, from the 
tow at the lower end of the still. When 
oll is pumped in from above gas from 
the oil mingles with the air in the 
still. As soon as the proper proportion 
of gas has mingled with the air inside 
we have an explosive, and the heat or 
flame from the tow did the rest. In 
my opinion that explains the whole 
matter, and if any man who works for 
me employs tow to hurry the oil again 
something will strike him.” 

Oil was struck at the Rex Oil Com- 
wany’s No. 4 well, near West First 
street and Belmont avenue, yesterday 
oem The indications are excel- 
ent. 

Richard Green's No. 1 well, near West 
First street and Belmont avenue, was 
finished yesterday afternoon at a depth 
of 950 feet. The outside casing was then 
pulled. 

The pump at the Libby well, on the 
corner of West State street and Lake- 
shore avenue, was pulled yesterday. 

The Cole & Humiston well on Bel- 
mont avenue near West First street, 
caved Monday night and though it was 
thoroughly cleaned out, the drill is 
working unsatisfactorily. A depth of 
675 feet has been attained.

LEAGUED TO URGE IMPROVE- 
MENT OF SAN PEDRO BAY. 


@itisens of Los Angeles Will Be 
Banded Together for a Laud- 
‘able Purpose. 


Preliminary Steps Were Taken in a 
Meeting Yesterday at the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


An Address to the People Who Feel 
an interest im the Oountry’s 
Geod—Another Meeting to Be 
Held Saturday. 


The 9 called to organize a 
“Free Harbor League“ convened in the 
@asembly-room of the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday afternoon at 3:45 
o'clock. Col. H. G. Otis wae elected 
chairman and Charles Wier secretary. 

A Committee on Organization, ap- 

inted at a meeting held November 

submitted a report through its chair - 
man, C. D. Willard, in the shape of by- 
laws. The by-laws were adopted as a 
whole and provide, among other things, 
that the organization shall be called 
“The Free Harbor League,” and mem- 
bers shall pay a fee of $1 upon joining 
the league and yearly dues of $1. 

It was moved and carried that the 
Oommittee on Organization should 
choose names for permanent officers 
and report at the next meeting. 

A Committee on A also ap- 
pointed at the meeting of November 22, 
reported through its chairman, Col. H. 
G. Otis, and this address was adopted 
on mation, with a vote of thanks to 
the committee: 

To All Friends of a ‘wree Deep-sea 
Harbor for Los Angeles: 


The exceptional growth and prosper- 
ity of Los Angeles and of Southern 
California have hitherte been based 
chiefly upon horticulture and the cli- 
matic attractions of this section. It is 
evident that if a city of a hundred 
thousand population is to continue to 
grow as rapidly in the future as in the 
past, we must lose no time in develop- 
ing those commercial possibilities 
which are ours by right of location. 

The question of transportation is a 
vital one to Southern California, as up- 
on it depends chiefly the outlet to the 
markets of the world of those who cul- 
tivate the soil. Active competition be- 
tween railroads can never be assured. 
but tne ocean, which is free to all, lies 
at our doors, 

Los Angeles was designed by nature, 
location and environment for one of 
the most important commercial cities. 
Its location, at the foot of low moun- 
tain passes, onthe shortest practicable 
route between the Atlantic and Pacific, 
insures its commercial prosperity, if 
its citizens reasonably public-spir- 
‘Los Angeles should 
build up a profitable trade with the 
Orient, with Australia and the islands 
of the sea. 

On this subject the Board of United 
States Engineers, appointed in 1892, to 
locate a deep-water harbor for Los An- 
geles, made the following important 
and encouraging report: 

“By far the most important aspect of 
this subject, however, is its relation to 


the probable future development of the, 


deep-sea commerce of the country. 
Heretofore the Aslatle trade has natu- 
rally gone to San Francisco, but it has 
been pointed out that the construction 
of the Canadian and Northern Pacific 
rallroads has introdu two competi- 


tors for the overland transportation of | 


the Asiatic commerce. Two through 
lines, the Southern Pacifie and the 
ta Fe systems, cross the continent 
from Los Angeles at much lower eleva- 
tions than the Northern lines, and also 
connect the Pacific with the Gulf of 
Mexico, and their operation is never ob- 
structed by snow or ice. If a safe, ac- 
cessible and convenient harbor for deep- 
draft vessels existed on the Southern 
coast these would appear the most fav- 
orable lines for the transportation of 
Asiati e and Australian commerce. 
Should the Nicaragua Canal be com- 
leted, the importance of the proposed 
or will become still greater. At the 
present timethe most convenient course 
for sailing vessels coming around the 
Horn is to go out into the mid- 
Pacific strike *. trade winds 
to make [past San Francisco. 
iWtth the etion the canal, com- 
merce will be transported 
moderate draft, 
which will move north along the coast 
and seek the nearest favorable and con- 
venient port from which their freight 
can reach its market. 

“A deepwater harbor on the Southern 
coast woukl.thus receive the Asiatic 
and Australian freights for shipment 
over the most favorable transconti- 
nental lines, accommodate a large part 
of the commerce passing through the 
Nicaragua Canal, which now goes 
around the Horn, and finally furnish a 
port of shipment and supply not only 
for the productive territory in its im- 
mediate vicinity, but also for the great 
interior plateau reached by the South- 
ern railways beyond the mountain 
ranges. Considering, therefore, the 
probable needs of commerce in the near 
future, the board is of the opinion that 
the proposed deep-water harbor is of 
high national importance and well 
worthy of construction by the general 
government.” 

The chief drawback in theway of the 
development of the commercial possibil- 
ities of this section lies in the absence 
of a harbor that is accessible to 
— water-vessels. There is no deep- 

r harbor between San Diego on the

this section ever since the days of the 
early Spanish explorers. It was se- 
lected by government. e rs/as a 
sité for a deep-water harbor more than 
twenty-five years ago, after careful ex- 
amination, at a time when there was 
no prejudice for or against any par- 
ticular location, and that choice has 
since been officially confirmed by sev- 
eral other boards of government engi- 
neers. In addition, it is almost pnani- 
mously indorsed by the local engineer- 
ing fraternity and by the citizens of 
this section, as expressed a short time 
ago by public vote at the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

In 1871 Congress.made the first ap- 
propriation for the improvement of 
San Pedro harbor. Since that time 
there has been expended on the harbor 
altogether less than $1,000,000. During 
the past ten years the dues received 
by the government at San Pedro have 
amounted to almost as much. e 
money so expended would have accom- 
plished more good had it not come in 
driblets. Yet, during that time the 
depth of the water on the bar has been 
increased from eighteen inches to over 
eighteen feet. 

Another advantage of San Pedro is 
that it would be a free harbor, a har- 
bor open to all lines of railroad that 
desire to gree tide water. This-is an 
advantage the importance of which 
can scarcely be over estimated, as we 

may learu by reading the story of 
t is agreed that the present year

During the last three 
gress has refused any appropriation for 
this work. By’ skillful maneuvering, 
the enemles of a free harbor have suc- 
ceeded in keeping the project 
among committees where they exert a 
2 influence. These tectioe have 
n pursued to the limit, and it is now 
generally conceded that the fight to a 
finish must de enacted during the ses- 
sion of 1895-96. A grave responsibility 
reste upon the citizens of Los Angeles— 
a responsibility which it is to de feared 
— do not all understand and appre- 
ciate. 

In presenting this vital subject to the 
people of Los Angeles and the south of 
California for further consideration, we 
desire to impress upon all Goncerned— 
whether they be friends or opponents 
of the project——that the of a 
government deep-water harbor at San 
Pedro, free to all comers, will be for 
the direct benefit of all citizens and all 
interests involved; that an adequate 
harbor at that point will do more than 
any other one thing toward the devel- 
opment of the country; that such de- 
velopment and the increased popula- 
tion ‘which will come with it must in- 
evitably and vastly increase the carry- 
ing trade, both by sea and rail, of the

On the contrary, should it happen 
that, through division and contention 
among our people on this subject of 
paramount interest to them and the 
South, no further appropriations are 
made by Congress for San Pedro har- 
bor, all interests will suffer together; 
for it is certain that the defeat of the 
San Pedro harbor site will not be fol- 
lowed by the success of any rival site, 

use Congress does not pursue a 
VacHhiating policy in respect to such 
matters. It does not jump from site to 
site near tthe same point, nor change 
front from time to time in making its 
appropriations. We also direct special 
attention to the significant and forci- 
ble fact that Congress has in but one 
instance disregarded the report of a 
board of army engineers locating the 
site for harbor improvements. 

The matter of the location of the 
government deep-sea harbor is not 
merely a question of choice of citizens 
and non-experts, but that site has been 
chosen by three different boards of 
army engineers, after as many exami- 
nations of the site and of all rival 


sites 

We therefore feel justified in warning 
those adverse to the San Pedro project 
that their continued opposition may 
result in the defeat of all further Con- 
gressional appropriations, thus uncon- 
sciously, perhaps, doing an irrepara- 
ble injury to the land of their choice 
and of their homes. 

At a meeting of the citizens held on 
November 22, at the Chamber of Com- 
merce, steps were taken toward estab- 
lishing a permanent organization to be 
known as the Free Harbor League. 
The aim of this organization will be to 
secure from Congress the necessary 
appropriations to construct at the port 
of San Pedro a harbor which shall be 
free to all railroads desiring to bring 
their lines to the water’s edge. Thus 
far all work of this character has been 
left to the Chamber of Commerce, but 
while that organization has discharged 
the trust most faithfully, and has 
lacked nothing in the firmness and 
vigor of its utterances, the time has 


come when its efforts must be seconded 


by somebody that can work with an 
undivided and single purpose. Our rep- 
resentatives at Washington ‘must be 
aided by a delegation of citizens; argu- 
ments must be prepared for Eastern 
papers, and a veritable campaign of 
education must be carried on through- 
out our own State and section.

TOURNAMENT OF ROSES. 


Arrangements for the Carnival are 
Nearly Completed. 

The Executive Committee of the Tour- 
nament of Roses met Monday night at 
the office of the president and virtually 
completed the arrangements for’ the 
carnival. The reports from the stb- 
committees were read and. indicated 
that the details of. which they had 
charge were being managed satisfac- 


nese laundrymen who were delivering 
clothes late Saturday night. From 
the way in which both were committed 
they are thought to be the work of the 
same individuals, but no trace of the 
perpetrators have been discovered. 
One of the laundrymen, Wong Wo 
by name, was delivering a bundle on 
North Fair Oaks ave, and while he 
was in the house two men drove up in 
a buggy and “lifted” a basket.

Fun, a Green-street laundryman, suf- 
fered in the same way, and several 
Pasadena families will be obliged to 
purchase new linen and the Uke, while 
the thieves have come into the posses- 


sion of two well-filled baskets of 
newly-ironed clothing and household 
linen, worth $10 or $15 each. 

The theory has been held by many 
people, and by some of the police also, 
that the thefts committed here have 
been the work of tramps, but this, it 
is thought, was not. A theory which 
gains more adherents is that there is a 
regularly organized gang of thieves go- 
ing through the country. Some weeks 
ago they operated in Los Angeles, and 
numerous reports were made of thefts. 
Then they came out toward, Pasadena, 
plying their trade by the way. In one 
instance a house near Highland Park 
was robbed, and, among other things, 
a fine violin was stolen. The thieves 
then’ stole some lumber and tools from 
the railroad camp near by, and made 
a box for the violin and buried it. 

A workman spotted the thieves at 
work, and watched them to see what 
they would do. He followed them to 
the place where they had interred the 
musical instrument, and when they 
had gone he dug down and brought it 
to the surface, and it was ultimately 
restored to its owner; but the box was 
reburied in exactly the same manner. 
The thieves evidently learned in some 
way of the exhuming of their traesure, 
and, though the place was carefully 
watched for a week or more, they did 
not put in an appearance. It is 
thought that the plunder secured here 
is being cached in the same way, and 
that confederates of the thieves are 
notified where it is to be found, and it 
is then taken away to some Eastern 
city and disposed of. 

Between Tuesday evening and Sat- 
urday evening twelve tramps were 
rounded up by Officers Goltman and 
Horton, and, if the hobos are also the 
burglars the community is rid of a 
dozen chances of loss.

FILLING SEWER TRENCHES. 


Complaints that This Work is not 
Properly Done. 


Complaints are made from various 
parts of town of carelessness in filling 
the trenches dug across the streets in 
making connection with the sewers. 
These trenches should have the earth 
moistened and tamped down and af- 
terward filled in as the dirt settles, in 
order that ugly ruts should not be left. 

In some places these ruts are deep 
and form a place for the settling of 
water, and destroy the crown of the 
street at those pojnts. Upon some 
streets these ruts are very numerous 
and people who have paid for the 
proper grading and crowning of streets 
are indignant that this condition of 
things should be permitted. 

Complaints are also made that the 
unused tracks of the street railroad com- 
pany have been permitted to remain 
on Euclid avenue between Colorado and 
Walnut streets, contrary to the require- 
ments in cases of the abandonment of 


street railway tracks, and thet where 
they were removed on North Los Ro- 
bles avenue the street was not put in 
proper condition by the company. 

In some places where the tracks have 
not been removed they have been par- 
tially covered with earth, and the un- 
wary driver is apt to have his wheels 
strained as he tries to avoid their con- 
tact. It is alleged that the Street Su- 
perintendent has full power to remove 
unused tracks and that no formal de- 
mand from property-owners should be 
necessary.

THE SUGAR TRUST. Sp 
the proceedings which have 
augurated in New York State against 
the Sugar Trust the Philadelphia Gro- 
cery World says. The Sugar Trust 
was originally chartered under the 
laws of New Jersey, and the Attorney- 
General of New York State is said to 
be clearly convinced that the corpora- 
tion is amenable to the antt-monopoly 
laws of the latter commonwealth. The 
affidavits on which the suit against the 
Sugar Trust is based were furnished 
by John Moore & Co., and Andrews 
Brothers of Syracuse, and Thomas 
Kingsford & Sons of Oswego. It is 
alleged that the reorganization of the 
trust in 1889, after Judge Barrett's de- 
cision declaring it to be illegal, was an 
insincere expedient to defeat the oper- 
ation of justice, and that the trust is 
composed of a number of corporations 
illegally combined for controlling the 
output and regulating the price of 
sugar.”’ 
“The attitude which the trust itself 
holds toward the legal action taken 
against it is seen from a statemen 
subsequent to the serving of the pa- 
pers by John E. Parsons, the Sugar 
Trust’s counsel. Mr. Parsons said: ‘I 
have only glanced over the papers. 
They proceed on the idea that the 
American Sugar Refining Company is 
a combination of the large number of 
peviously-existing corporations and in- 
dividual sugar refiners; that this com- 
bination constitutes a monopoly. and 
is in violation of law. The fact is that 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
is the only corporation now existing 
All preceding corporations have been 
dissclved and are out of existence. The 
organization of the company followed 
the decision of the Court of Appeals 
in the case of the North River Com- 
panv. It is in direct conformity with 
what I understand to have been es- 
tablished in that case, and to have been 
held in many other cases. The company 
has always been most careful that 
nothing should be done to countenance 
the idea of a monopoly. Anybody can 
carry on the business of sugar refining 
in this State, or anywhere else, so far 
as the American Company is con- 
cerned. It has never made any con- 
tract or agreement to the contrary. 
Anyone can sell at any price he Ukes.“ 


SUGAR ADVANCE. Eastern advices 
report an advance in prices along the 
whole sugar line. The cause of it is 
stated to be that the Sugar Trust has 
been caught short in’raw sugars and 
wants to put a curb on speculative ten- 
dencies. The trust is reported to be 
looking about for supplies of raw ma- 
terial. This has been rendered all the 
more necessary by the short Cuban crop. 
and reports were current in New York 
and Philadelphia that it had contracted 
for delivery in those cities of large 
quantities of Hawaiian raw sugars 
Eight large ships have been char- 
tered by the trust to load full cargoes 
at Honolulu at $5.75 per ton freight. 
The crop of Hawaiian sugar for ship- 
ment is reported as unusually large. 
Claus Spreckels is said to have acted 
for the trust and to have secured op- 
tions on nearly the entire crop. 


PROFITS IN SUGAR. The Michi- 
gan Merchant, which, having made a 
study of the sugar question, is unusu- 
ally well posted on it, says: Septem- 
ber was one of the. most remarkable 
months in the history of the American 
Sugar Refining Company. It had on 
hand something over 400,000 barrels of re- 
fined sugar, and it not only sold all this, 
but something over 900,000 Harrels more, 
or total sales for the month of Septem- 
ber of something like 1,300,000 barrels. 
On this the company is estimated to 
have made a profit of at least % cent 
per pound.“ 

This would mean, in round figures, a 
profit for the month of September 
alone of about $1,000,000.

AVAILABLE WHEAT STOCKS. The 
world’s available wheat stocks, com- 
piled by Bradstreet’s, show a total of 
164,000,000 bushels-on December 1 being 
21,000,000 bushels less than one year ago, 
and 26,000,000 bushels less than two 
years ago. European and afloat stocks 
are 68,000,000 bushels, which, while as 
Stated, are larger than one year ago, 
are much smaller than the correspond- 
ing. total two years ago. Available 
wheat stocks in the United States and 
Canada are reported as being, at this 
time, the smallest at like dates in three 
years. November's net increase in the 
world’s wheat supplies is placad at 
about 11,000,000 bushels, which is about 
one-half the November increase in 1891 
and 1892, only two-thirds the November 
increase in 1893, but more than twice 
the November increase last year. 


A STAMP MILL. The first stamp 
mill ever set up in Los Angeles was 
set to work today. It was built by the 
Liewellyn Iron Works for Morgan & 
Co., assayers and mineralogists of this 
city. The importance of the fact does 
not lie so much in its existence, as that 
it exists at all. In this respect it may 
be said to resemble the Amphictyonic 
Council, for at last it seems to have 
dawned on one person or firm that the 
proper place to crush and analyze the 
rich ores of Southern California is here 
in Los Angeles. 

It is but a two-stamp mill, costing 
only $1000, but the castings are all 
ready to make it a five-stamp mill 
when such may be required. Its im- 
mediate object is simply to.crush sam- 
ples of ore for testing purposes. It 
can crush five tons of ore a day. 
Tests. with an analysis of the rock 
crushed, will be made for $25 each. 
This is $10 less than is charged for the 
same work in San Francisco. The 
power is supplied by the Llewellyn 
works, at which place the mill has 
been erected, and is being worked. In 
the test-run made today about eighty 
pounds of scattered ore were run 
through. The result shown was one 
penny weight’ of pure gold,

THE CORPORATION ON TOP. 


There is a corporation in Santa Ana 
known as the Santa Ana, Orange and 
Tustin Street Railway Company, that 
just now seems to be having about 
everything its own way. ; 

Some time ago the street-car com- 
pany refused to pave the streets be- 
tween the rails of its track, claiming 
that it could not afford to go to the 
expense necessary to have the work 
done. Then the City Trustees began 
to force the issue, when the company 
ceased to operate the road. At this 
stage of the proceedings the City 
Trustees took steps toward issuing 
bonds for the pavement of the street in 
use by the car track, but not being sat- 
isfied as to their rights in the matter, 
J. G. Scarborough, Esq., was employed 
to give a report on the proceedings of 
the board under the street bond act of 
1893 to compel the street-car company 
to pave its tracks on Fourth street 
between Main and Spurgeon streets, 
and also the constitutionality of that act, 
for the purpose of determining the 
validity of the bonds proposed to be 
issued. After reviewing the matter quite 
extensively, Mr. Scarborough gives it 
as his opinion that the bond act is un- 
constitutional. 

In concluding his opinion, Mr. Scar- 
‘borough says: ae 

“My conclusions, therefore, are: 

the — — — 

uire jurisdiction to order e street- 
oar 83 paved. or to issue bonds there- 
for, and that therefore its proceedings 


are void. 

» Second, that the constitptionality of 
the act under which the board is pro- 
ceeding is so doubtful that no one can 
safely invest in the bonds which the 
board may issue thereunder,” 

Continuing, Mrs. Scarborough says: 
“Tt will be natural for you to inquire, 
upon reading this, what course you 
shall take to compel the street-car 
company to pave its track 

“Sec. 498 of the Civil Code makes it 
the duty of the street-car company to 
pave the entire length of the street 
used by their tracks, between the rails 
and for two feet on each side thereof, 
and makes it your duty to specify that 
as the condition in the franchise 
granted. 

“In resolution No. 2, I observe tha 
you have complied with this require- 
ment, and inserted the duty of paving 
in the franchise granted to the Santa 
Ana. Orange and Tustin Sfreet Railway 
Company. 

„It seems to me that this duty im- 
posed upon the street-car company by 
law can, under the provisions of our 
statute, be enforced by mandamus pro- 
ceedings; such proceedings have been 
sustained in the courts of other States 
having laws similar to ours. 


street-car company of a franchise 
containing the provisions, as a 
condition thereof that it shall pave its 
tract constitutes, I think, an agrep- 
ment or contract between the street- 


car company and the city, and 1 think 


a contract can be enforced by an action 
in equity for that purpose. 

“It has been held by decisions from 
many States that if the company fails 
or refuses to perform this duty by 
making the necessary repairs, the city 
may make them and collect expense 
from the company, but I have not ex- 
amined our law sufficiently to say 
whether there is anything in it chang- 
ing that rule.“
